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Bill clearing way for flu shots to Ford 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Congress 


lx>wod 
to personal pressure from 


President Ford Tuesday and sent the 
White House emergency legislation 
clearing the way for nationwide im- 
munization against swine flu. 


The legislation cleared by the Sen- 


ate and House on Tuesday opens the 
way for mass inoculations by making 
the government the defendant in 
swine flu lawsuits. Flu vaccine manu- 
facturers had refused to go ahead 
with the program unless they were 


protected against a potential rash of 
suits from persons claiming to have 
been injured by the vaccine. 


The bill which now goes to the 


White House for Ford's signature 
would allow anyone alleging an injury 
because of inoculation to sue the gov- 
ernment which, in turn, could sue the 
vaccine manufacturer, distributor or 
other negligent party. 


Ford had stepped up pressure on 


Congress to wrap up the emergency 
legislation before it recessed for the 


Republican National Convention. 


The House passed the bill 250-83. 
The Senate approved the legislation 


earlier in the day by voice vote. 


The insurance industry has either 


canceled or sharply reduced its cov- 
erage of swine flu vaccine because of 
what its spokesmen say are "virtual- 
ly immeasurable" risks of lawsuits. 


But Rep. Henry Waxman, D-Calif., 


warned against the precedent the bill 
could set for future immunization pro- 
grams. "We are opening the door to 


having U.S. taxpayers pay the prod- 
uct liability and medical malpractice 
in amounts that could be astronomic- 
al," he said. 


The Association of Trial Lawyers of 


America, however, endorsed the bill. 
"We are confident the American pub- 
lic will not make improper, excessive 
or frivolous claims." said Robert G. 
Began, president of the association of 
25,000 lawyers. 


Sen. Jacob Javits, R-N.Y., said in- 


surance companies should be alerted 
they still have responsibilities to the 


public for insuring vaccines. 


After the Senate vote, House Demo- 


cratic leader Thomas O'Neill of Mas- 
sachusetts had announced Ford was 
insisting the chamber take up the 
swine flue measure right away. 


O'Neill said Ford called both House 


Speaker Carl Albert and House GOP 
leader John Rhodes. He quoted Ford 
as saying, "It is absolutely imperative 
to pass this swine flu legislation.'1 


"It is absolutely an emergency, ac- 


cording to the President of the United 


States," O'Neill said. 


The bill would authorize any person 


who claims to have been injured as a 
result of the inoculation to sue the go- 
verment, which in turn could sue the 
vaccine manufacturer, distributor or 
other negligent party to recover dam- 
age costs. 


In theory, this system would screen 


out nuisance suits and make private 
insurance companies willing to extend 
liability coverage to the swine flu 
manufacturers 
— something they 


have been reluctant to do.

At Arlington Heights church 
Knowledge of healings spreads

There are no cast-aside canes or 


crutches mounted on the walls, nor 
has 
the Rev. Richard 
Lundberg 


changed his ministry at St. Simon's 
E p i s c o p a l Church in Arlington 
Heights. 


But since the word of the regularly 


scheduled healing services at the 
church has spread, the Wednesday 
morning congregation has grown, as 
has the prayer list, not to mention the 
telephone calls and letters from other 
parts of the country. 


Even as Rev. Lundberg sat in his 


office recounting the publicity the ser- 
vices have received, a call from In- 
dianapolis came through. The caller 
told Rev. Lundberg a cancer patient 
would be arriving in the morning for 
the laying on of hands. 


An article about the services ap- 


peared in The Herald in January. At 
that time, Rev. Lundberg explained 
that the healing service (9 a.m. 
Wednesdays) was a traditional part of 
the Christian faith much in line with 
visitations to the ill and prayers for 


recovery. 


A NATIONALLY circulated tabloid 


newspaper picked up the story and 
soon word of the services was spread 
across the country and telephone calls 
and letters started arriving. 


The file is thick with about 150 let- 


ters. Most writers ask to be included 
in the regular prayers for healing of 
physical ills, while others ask for help 
with personal problems. 


Some contain snapshots and other 


bits of clothing to be blessed by Rev. 
Lundberg. 


ONE OF THE letters contains a re- 


port of a spontaneous remission of a 
growth on the lungs of a Florida man. 


The letter, written by his sister-in- 


law, says that X-rays indicated some 
growth, but when surgeons operated, 
the lungs were normal. The letter was 
a follow-up to a telephone call from 
the sister-in-law, placed when word 
from the operating room was first re- 
ceived. 


All this, as might be expected, is 


somewhat unsettling in a suburban

Poll shows land 
owners dislike 
taxing district

Nearly half the property owners in 


downtown Arlington Heights oppose 
the creation of a special tax district to 
fund parking garages or other im- 
provements in the central business 
district, a survey conducted by three 
A r l i n g t o n Heights merchants in- 
dicates. 


Thirty downtown property owners, 


including Jewel Food Stores, have re- 
turned surveys saying fhey oppose 
any special taxation for central busi- 
ness district improvements, Frank J. 
Psota, a dentist at 106 N. Evergreen 
Ave., Arlington Heights, said. 


Psota said letters were sent about 


two weeks ago to all 73 property own- 
ers in downtown Arlington Heights, 
"except the banks and a couple others 
we already know favor it." 


THE SURVEY was conducted by 


Psota, Robert Goebbert and Peter 
Weingart. The three are northside 
businessmen who have continually op- 
posed the recommendations of a spe- 
cial downtown improvements com- 
mittee headed by Trustee August Bet- 
tman. 


Bettman's committee, after a year 


of meetings, recently recommended to 
the village board that a special ser- 
vice tax district be created to pay for 
a 500-car parking garage to be located 
on the northeast corner of Vail and 
Sigwalt streets. 


A special village board meeting 


originally scheduled Aug. 23 to discuss 
methods for financing a parking ga- 
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rage has been postponed until Aug. 30. 
Village Pres. James T. Ryan said the 
meeting was rescheduled because not 
all trustees were able to attend an 
Aug. 23 meeting. 


Bettman could not be reached for 


comment Tuesday, but previously has 
said he does not believe many proper- 
ty owners agreed with Psota and 
Goebbert. 


RYAN SAID HE was unaware of 


the survey showing 30 property own- 
ers in opposition to the special tax dis- 
trict. The village administration is pre- 
paring a recommendation on how to 
finance a parking garage. It will be 
presented at the meeting Aug. 30, he 
said. 


Other financing methods discussed 


are general obligation bonds and gen- 
eral revenue bonds, but no official 
recommendation has been written, 
Village Planner Joseph Kesler said. 


Some 
trustees 
have questioned 


whether a special service tax district 
including only the downtown property 
owners could pay for a parking ga- 
rage without a high tax rate. 


"I wouldn't be against the (parking) 


garage on the south side if it would 
help the town, but I am against it if it 
is only going to benefit a few and 
create an unfair burden on the rest of 
us," Psota said. 


"IT IS OUR FEELING that the pro- 


posals will benefit just a few individ- 
uals who own property near the pro- 
posed garage and who hope to build a 
large complex of offices and apart- 
ments if the proposal is passed," 
Psota's letter to the property owners 
staled. 


"Whether this garage will actually 


help attract customers to the existing 
businesses is very doubtful since it is 
located in the far southwest corner of 
the central business district. It will in- 
crease taxes, thereby raising the rent 
of tenants, some of whom are already 
having a rough go of it. without bene- 
fiting all but a very few," the letter 
said. 


PSOTA SAID his group has been an- 


couraged by the move by Jewel Food 
Stores to join them in opposing any 
new taxation. A representative for 
Jewel has promised to send a letter to 
all village trustees explaining the food 
company-^ objections, Psota said.

ningest jockey. 


HARRY IS A quiet young man 


of 28 who explained, "I don't like 
to show emotion. Good or bad, I 
like to keep the same disposition." 
He no longer seemed upset about 
last Saturdays' disappointment. 


"Foolish Pleasure was in the 


Golden Invitational," Harry said. 
"His rider didn't show up. He got 
fogged in at New York. 


"The owner (John L. Greer) 


named Snyder to ride. But the 
trainer, LeRoy Joltey, called up 
and requested Earlie Fries," said 
"The Hat," who once had 35 to 40 
hats but now keeps only one doz- 
en. 


"On the other hand, it's prob-

agent named Harry Hacek under 
his wing. "The Hat" chose to do 
the same with McHargue. 


"I always said, 'Darrell, only a 


certain part of this depends on 
ability,' " Harry said. "You have 
to have desire. You have to know 
how to meet people and make a 
good impression." 


McHargue was the nation's sec- 


ond leading jockey two years ago 
with 405 winners. "The Hat" put 
McHargue atop J.R's Pet in the 
1974 Kentucky Derby. Horse and 
rider finished fourth. 


THE YOUNG RIDER'S bril- 


liance continued last summer. 
With McHargue aboard Master 
Derby, they won the Preakness, 
Bluegrass Stakes and Louisiana 
Derby. 


T h e y parted company this 


spring because Harry chose to re- 
main home in Chicago near his 
family. So McHargue went to Cal- 
ifornia without "The Hat."

'New law to benefit home buyers9

Home buyers with small down pay- 


ments may benefit most from Illinois' 
new home mortgage interest law, a 
savings and loan association execu- 
tive predicted Tuesday. 


Persons with only a 5 or 10 per cent 


down payment should find it easier to 
borrow money under the new law, 
which replaces the old 9.5 per cent 
fixed interest ceiling with a ceiling 
that will vary with the money mar- 
ket, said Warren Pursell, executive 
vice president of the Illinois Savings 
and Loan League. 


The new usury legislation, signed 


into law Monday by Gov. Walker, is 
not likely to affect mortgage interest 
rates, Pursell said. 


But by tying the ceiling on interest 


rates to the average monthly yield on 
long term tj.S. government bonds, the 
new law should avoid conditions when 
lenders stop making loans because the 
market interest rate is near or above 
the state limit, he said. 


BUYERS WITH small down pay- 


ments were always the first to be cut 
out of such tight mortgage markets 
because their loans traditionally have

higher interest rates than mortgages 
made with a 20 or 30 per cent down 
payments. 


"The 90 or 95 per cent loans were 


eliminated from the market when the 
80 per cent loans started reaching the 
ceiling," Pursell said. 


Loans made with a 5 per cent down 


payment generally have an interest 
rate a half point higher than loans 
with a 10 per cent down payment, he 
said. And these 90 per cent loans gen- 
erally are a quarter point higher than 
80 per cent loans, he said. 


"There will be more money for low 


down payment loans and the buyer 
won't find himself cut off from a 
mortgage as readily," Pursell said. 


THE NEW LAW takes effect Jan. 1. 


It will set the maximum interest rate 
on home mortgages at 2.5 per cent 
above the average yield on govern- 
ment bonds with maturities of 10 
years or more. The yields are updated 
every month and are considered a 
stable index of the cost of money. 


Mortgage rates in Illinois never 


reached the 9.5 per cent ceiling fixed 
by the old law, but they did surpass 
an earlier 8 per cent ceiling. 


Over the past several years, the av- 


erage mortgage interest rate in met- 
ropolitan Chicago has been about 9.3 
per cent. Pursell said. The rate cur- 
rently is about 8.75 per cent, he said. 


Another benefit of the new law to 


home owners is the elimination of pe- 
nalties for prepaying loans with inter- 
est rates over 8 per cent. 


If there is a major drop in interest 


rates, a homeowner will be able to 
use a new loan to pay off an old mort- 
gage without incurring a penalty for 
prepayment.

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Harris ^tainted jury' mistrial move denied 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - The trial 


of William and Emily Harris came to 
an angry and confusing end Tuesday 
with the judge rejecting a defense mo- 
tion for a mistrial on grounds the jury 
which found them guilty was tainted 
by prejudice against the young SLA 
couple. 


In a rare post-verdict session follow- 


ing Monday's convictions of kidnap- 
ing, robbery and auto theft, the 12 
regular and 4 alternate Jurors were 
brought back into the courtroom indi- 
vidually and questioned about in- 
cidents that occurred during the jury 
selection period in June. 


The most striking development of 


the day was the testimony by one of 


the alternates that she saw Jonathan 
Beres, a college student who sat as 
one of the regular jurors, make a 
noose out of a piece of string to "pass 
the time" in a jury assembly room. 


"It was cute but it wasn't right, you 


know," said Mrs. Ellen Hall, a white 
haired housewife. 


Three of the regular jurors and two 


alternates also testified they saw an- 
other prospective juror, Pat Shana- 
han, construct a toy gallows with a 
blackboard eraser, a pencil and paper 
clips and hang paper dolls of a male 
and female on it. 


Shanahan was removed from the 


panel in the early days of jury selec- 
tion by a peremptory challenge by the 
defense. 


The three regular jurors who saw 


the model gallows said they were not 
affected in any way by the incident in 
reaching their verdicts. 


Veteran defense lawyer Leonard 


Weinglass argued the incidents, par- 
ticularly the one involving Beres, con- 
stituted jury misconduct and also pos- 
sible perjury. 


"The prosecution and the court in 


this case are sitting on a boiling caul- 
dron but the facts keep oozing out and 
coming down the side that this has not 
been a fair procedure," Weinglass 
told Superior 
Court Judge Mark 


Brandler. 


"But the truth is going to win out 


and justice will be done. I only wish it 


would come in this courtroom and not 
in an appellate court. 


Deputy District Attorney Samuel 


Mayerson said there was "possible 
confusion 
and 
misunderstanding" 


about what Mrs. Hall said she saw 
Beres do. 


"The only question is the integrity 


of this jury and the verdict they have 
rendered," Mayerson said. 


Judge Brandler wasted no time in 


summing up. 


"The renewed motion for a mistrial 


is denied," he said. 


Harris, 31, and his wife, 29, went out 


of the courtroom with their heads up 
and slight smiles on their faces. They 


are to be sentenced Aug. 30 and could 
get up to 25 years on a kidnaping con- 
viction growing out of their wild flight 
with Patricia Hearst after a shooting 
incident in 1974. 


They also still face trial in Oakland, 


Calif., on charges of taking part in the 
kidnaping of Miss Hearst. 


Mrs. Hall startled the hearing with 


her testimony about Beres. 


"Did you see someone take some 


rope and knot it into a noose?" asked 
Brandler. 


"Yes, I did." 
"Where?" 
"In one of the jury rooms where we 


had to sit a while." 


"Do you know his name?" 
"Jonathan . . . he was a young fel- 


low that had a moustache and is very 
witty and humorous. 


"Whatever was done was just to 


pass the time and keep the group 
laughing, I think." 


Mrs. Hall then identified the man as 


Beres. She said it wasn't actually a 
rope that he was playing with but "a 
piece of string or a napkin or some- 
thing like that. . ." 


Judge Brandler offered to have 


Beres recalled for further questioning 
but Weinglass said he felt the young 
man should not be interrogated fur- 
ther until he has an attorney. 


3 honesty amendments 
knocked off fall ballot

The three proposed "political hon- 


esty amendments" to the Illinois Con- 
stitution were thrown off the Novem- 
ber election ballot by Cook County 
Circuit Court Judge Nathan Cohen 
T u e s d a y 
as 
"patently uncon- 


stitutional." 


Patrick Quinn, secretary-treasurer 


of the Coalition for Political Honesty,' 
sponsor of the proposed amendments, 
immediately announced the coalition 
will appeal Cohen's ruling to the Illi- 
nois Supreme Court. 


Quinn said he believes Cohen's rul- 


ing reflects "a political judgment." 
He said. "I think the judge was more 
interested in preserving the political 
status quo in Illinois than in giving 
the people the right to vote on tough 
ethics legislation." 


The coalition gathered more than 


635.000 slpatures on petitions calling 
for a referendum on the three issues 
in a six-month campaign. 


After the coalition filed the petitions 


with the State Election Board, a 
group of former delegates to the 1970 
Constitutional Convention filed suit to 
block the referendum. 


LAST MONTH, former 
Con-Con 


Pres. Samuel Witwer argued the pro- 
posed amendments do not satisfy re- 
quirements that Constitutional amend- 
ments proposed by citizens relate to 
both "structural and procedural" is- 
sues regarding the legislature. 


In addition, Witwer argued the 


amendments on double-dipping and 
conflict of interest violate the U.S. 
Constitution and therefore could not 
be enforced If they were enacted. 


In ruling the three proposals off the 


ballot, Cohen upheld all Witwer's ar- 
guments, saying the double-dipping 
proposal is unconstitutional because 
"it is discriminatory without any ra- 
tional basis" against public officials 
who want to serve in the legislature. 


Cohen said, "To deny other income 


to a public servant during that mem- 
ber's entire term in the General As- 
sembly, but to allow others to draw 
income from their private profes- 
sional practice, business, farm or ser- 
vice for a special interest entity or 
group in the private sector is patently 
unconstitutional." 


COHEN SAID the conflict of inter- 


est amendment, which would prevent 
a legislator from voting on any bill in 
which he has a "personal, family or 
financial interest" is "a remarkable 
provision' that will — if it ever be- 
comes a part of our Constitution or 
statutes — produce chaos sufficient to 
stay the legislative process totally." 


He said that because the amend- 


ment does not specify that family 
conflict of interest is confined to the 
"immediate family," a 
legislator 


"may be compelled to deny himself 
the opportunity to vote against a bill 
which will financially benefit his mo- 
ther-in-law or brother-in-law." 


The advance pay provision, Cohen 


said, has already been enacted by law 
by the General Assembly. He said to 
hold a referendum on that issue at an 
estimated cost of $1,750,000 "would be 
an obscene waste of public monies." 


Cohen also said the sponsors of the 


amendments "need not have concern 
for sacrosanct behavior by members 
of the General Assembly" because 
"the molders of the public morals, the 
news media" guards the public.

Bill lifting oil price controls to Ford 


The House Tuesday passed a compromise bill designed to lift 


price controls on about 15 per cent of the oil produced in the 
United States and provide energy conservation incentives. The bill 
would extend the life of the Federal Energy Administration 
through the end of next year and give it $227 million to spend. The 
293-88 vote gave final congressional approval to the measure, 
which was approved in the Senate by voice vote last week. It now 
goes to President Ford for signature. The bill removes price con- 
trols from "stripper wells," which produce less than 10 barrels a 
day but which collectively produce 12 to 15 per cent of all domestic 
crude oil. 


House bars use of U.S. abortion funds 


The House Tuesday voted for the third time In less than two 


months to bar use of federal funds to perform abortions. The 
action on the emotional and persistent abortion issue came as the 
House approved a $56.6 billion appropriations bill for the depart- 
ments of Labor and Health, Education and Welfare. The measure 
was sent to the Senate with the abortion ban intact. The Senate 
earlier rejected the ban and House-Senate conferees could not 
reach agreement on the issue. 


Cobalt treatment checks ordered 


Hospitals and clinics around the country have been asked to 


check the radiation output of cobalt treatment units used to help 
cancer patients, the Nuclear Regulatory Commission said Tues- 
day. Citing accidental radiation overdoses to nearly 400 patients at 
an Ohio hospital, the NRC said it sent out a bulletin Monday to 
facilities urging them "to assure that the units deliver to the 
patient the radiation dosage prescribed by the physician." The 
government agency emphasized cancer patients should not avoid 
radiation tretment because of the possible small calibration prob- 
lem involved.

Surprise raid on Mozambique kills 300 


Rhodesian troops invaded Mozambique in a surprise reprisal 


raid and killed more than 300 black nationalist guerrillas at a 
command post, a government statement from Salisbury said Tues- 
day. The statement said 30 Mozambican Frelimo troops and about 
10 civilians also died in the lightning raid, the heaviest yet by 
Rhodesian forces across the border into Mozambique. The Rhode- 
sian retaliation was the toughest reprisals taken by the security 
forces since the guerrilla war against black nationalist insurgents 
began In December 1972. 


HE SAID, "The legislator who sub-

Hurricane's evacuees return home 


by United Press International 


Thousands of residents who fled 


hurricane Belle for high ground along 
the northeastern seaboard returned 
home Tuesday to find less damage 
than weather experts had feared. But 
heavy flooding still plagued parts of 
New England. 


The worst flooding from 
Belle, 


downgraded early in the day from a 
hurricane to a tropical rainstorm, was 
reported in Vermont. 


Vermont Gov. Thomas Salmon, af- 


ter touring stricken areas, said he 


"very likely" would ask President 
Ford to declare southern parts of the 
state disaster areas. 


Many residents of five Vermont 


communities were moved to high 
ground to escape overflowing rivers, 
in Ludlow, Vt., storeowners piled 
sandbags against doors, and the Na- 
tional Guard was placed on alert. 


Officials said more flooding was ex- 


pected Wednesday along the Con- 
necticut River as Belle continued to 
dump rain on western regions. 


There was no immediate dollar esti- 


mate of damage caused by Belle's 
two-day sweep along the Atlantic 
coastline from North Carolina to New 
York's mainland and across Con- 
necticut into New England. 


But more than half a million homes 


in New York, New Jersey, Con- 
necticut and Rhode Island lost elec- 
tricity because of downed power lines, 
and telephone service was knocked 
out in some areas. Service was re- 
stored to most Tuesday. 


Officals reported only one death — 


a 19-year-old Long Island woman 


struck by a falling tree. 


A National Weather Service spokes- 


man said the storm, strengthened by 
the warm waters of the Gulf Stream 
as it headed northward Monday, 
apparently was weakened at the criti- 
cal moment by a flow of cooler air 
just before it hit Long Island. 


When the eye of the storm struck its 


intensity had significantly diminished. 


"The damage is not anywhere near 


as great as we had anticipated," said 
Norman Kelly, director of emergency 
preparedness for Long Island's east- 
ern county of Suffolk. 


Legion illness remains a mystery 


HARRISBURG, Pa. (UPI) — Baf- 


fled in their attempt to identify an ill- 
ness that has killed 27 people, scien- 
tists Tuesday turned doggedly back to 
where it all started — the city of 
Philadelphia — for another, more in- 
tensive look at environmental condi- 
tions. 


"We have no new onsets and no 


new deaths, and our laboratory stud- 
ies show no new findings," said Dr. 
Denis Lucey, state health commis- 
sioner, at a briefing Tuesday. He said 
seven victims of the disease that 
struck persons connected with the re- 
cent American Legion convention in 
Philadelphia remain in serious condi- 
tion. 


"Most of the federal workers will 


return soon to Philadelphia," Lucey 
said. "They will more intensively look 
at the actual physical location of the 
convention. There is increased inter- 
est in the environmental conditions at 
that convention." 


A team of environmental specialists 


already has swept through the several 
P h i l a d e l p h i a hotels where con- 
ventioneers stayed July 21-24. Lucey 
said the environmental surveys are 
continuing but "have not shown any- 
thing." 


Thousands of questionnaires about 


convention conditions and activities 


were distributed to legionnaires and 
their families Monday. They asked 
specifically about ice and beverages 
and various parties and convention 
sessions. 


Meanwhile, at state laboratories in 


Philadelphia and the federal Center 
for Disease Control in Atlanta, scien- 
tists are still looking for a freak virus 
that may have caused the illness. 


However, they say, a toxic substance 
is more likely. 


Despite intense chemical and micro- 


biological testing, the scientists have 
been unable to identify a single virus, 
flu or chemical that could have 
caused the outbreak. They hope the 
statistical search will be more fruit- 
ful. 


Lucey said many of the epidemiolo- 


gical questionnaires were completed 
Monday night, and others are ex- 
pected to be in the hands of epidemio- 
logists — disease detectives who use 
statistics — by no later than Wednes- 
day night. 


Then the information will be placed 


onto master charts. Finally, it will be 
compared to similar answers from 27 
"solid"' cases of the illness.

Ford wins convention power test 


KANSAS CITY (UPI) - President 


Ford won his first convention test of 
strength Tuesday when a committee 
controlled by his backers passed a 
rule preventing delegates bound to 
him by law from voting for Ronald 
Reagan. 


The national Republican rules com- 


mittee approved the new rule — 
which had Ford's strong support — by 
an overwhelming margin. It would 
freeze more than 900 delegates in 19 


Reagan, whose 571 legally com- 


mitted delegates are regarded as 
more loyal than Ford's 367, could gain 
strength if the bound delegates were 
free to vote their choice. Reagan's 
forces unsuccessfully fought the pro- 
posal before a rules committee firmly 
in the President's control. 


Reagan's lawyer, Loren Smith, said 


he had anticipated the defeat and 
would press to kill the rule when it is 
considered by the GOP National Com- 
mittee Wednesday and the convention 
next week. He said the new rule "will 
not cost us or gain us one single dele- 


gate." 


Six days before the opening Monday 


of the 31st Republican National Con- 
vention, Ford and Reagan still were 
shy of the 1,130 votes needed for the 
nomination. 


The latest United Press Inter- 


national count gives Ford 1,122 dele- 
gates, Reagan 1,036 — with 101 un- 
committed spread over 21 states. 


While Reagan was losing his battle 


against the new rule, some of his 
strongest supporters announced they 
would fight him and Ford in an effort 


to write a tough, specific 1976 party 
platform. 


Fearful that Ford and Reagan are 


avoiding hard positions in the plat- 
form, the party's most ardent con- 
servatives said they would challenge 
the presidential candidates on 22 ma- 
jor issues. 


"This is a revolt on the part of the 


delegates which transcends whether 
they are for Ford or Reagan," a 
source in the conservative camp said. 
"They came here to do a job and not 
be a rubber stamp."

Woody Lee, IEA 
president, called Cronin's request "an act of appeasement by one 
anxious to temporarily feather his own next with a lame duck 
(Gov. 
Daniel Walker)." "His (Cronin's) call for a $28.5 million 


slice in school aid appropriations crystalizes speculation that Cro- 
nin belongs only to the governor and cares little, if any, for the 
welfare of the state's school districts' students and teachers," Lee 
said. "That's a 24 per cent cut in monies already approved by the 
legislature. It is obvious to us that the superintendent acts only in 
his own best interests and in terms of who is currently at the top 
rather than at the direction of the state school board." Lee urged 
the State Board of Education to hold an emergency meeting "to 
consider the gravity of Cronin's damaging suggestions . . . and 
move to hold him in check." Cronin Monday urged Walker to cut 
$23.5 million from the $1.287 billion school aid appropriation bill 
passed by the General Assembly. 


Fly Ash cutback ordered 


The U.S. Environmental Protection Agency Tuesday put the 


Northern Illinois Public Service Co. on notice that it must reduce 
the fly ash emissions at its Bailly power plant at Chesterton, Ind. 
James 0. McDonald, EPA's midwest director, issued a 30-day 
notice to the company, the first step in a long series of procedures 
the EPA goes through when it decides to take action against pollu- 
ters. The notice warns the company it must, within 30 days, re- 
duce the emissions at two boiler units at Bailly which it said are 
emitting more smoke than is allowed under Indiana regulations 
and the federal Clean Air Act of 1970. 


Scott balk§ at ICC TV tiff 


State Atty. Gen. William J. Scott said in Chicago Tuesday he will 


not act as lawyer for the Illinois Commerce Commission in its 
legal battle to keep television cameras out of ICC hearings. Short- 
ly after Scott made the announcement, ICC Chairman Marvin Lei- 
berman said the commission will continue to fight a federal court 
ruling that TV cameras must be allowed into the hearings. Leiber- 
man said the ICC has hired attorney Donald Page Moore, to repre- 
sent It, since Scott has refused to do so. Moore stepped down 
earlier this year as director of Gov. Daniel Walker's Office of 
Special Investigations. 


Cops hit with $200,000 suit 


A $200,000 damage suit has been filed In federal court charging 


Chicago and the Chicago Police Dept. with failure to protect per- 
sons who marched into the predominantly white Marquette Park 
area July 17. The suit was filed late Monday in U.S. District Court 
by the Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. Movement, which sponsored the 
march. About 28 persons were Injured during the incident and 63 
persons were arrested. The suit charges that police and city offi- 
cials failed to order policemen assigned to the march to arrest 
those who threw objects at the marchers. It also charges there 
was not adequate force used to constrain or disperse persons who 
threw the bottles, bricks and rocks.

Restraining order 
stops testing firm 


A Morgan County judge has issued a temporary restraining or- 


der, effective Tuesday, against a testing firm which is charged 
with discriminating against some persons taking brokers' tests 
through biased tests. Associate Judge Gordon Seator issued the 
order, which prohibits the payment of additional money to Educa- 
tional Testing Service, the nation's largest testmaker, as appli- 
cation fees for the Illinois Insurance Agent's and Broker's licens- 
ing test issued by the state Dept. of Insurance. Four individuals 
who took the test and two insurance companies, Golden Rule Life 
Insurance Co. and Congressional Life Insurance Co., filed suit July 
16 charging that the department and ETS, based in Princeton, 
N.J., consciously discriminated against blacks and other minor- 
ities, persons without a college education and persons over 50 
through the test.

Judge Thomas James in a suit filed 
by Howard Alport, a graphic designer 
who said the firm owed him $23,157.50 
for work done from July 1974 to May 
1975. 


In his petition to the court, Alport 


charged that Computer Psychometric 
Affiliates, Inc., officials used the last 
$299,000 state contract to pay $178,000 
to Gerald Senf, a former University of 
Illinois professor who was *he chief 
researcher on Project SCREEN, and 
to pay off a $110,000 loan from Old 
Orchard Bank and Trust Co., Skokie. 


ALPORT CHARGED the payments 


gave preferential treatment to Senf 
and Old Orchard even though the firm 
had other creditors. 


In documents filed with the court, 


the firm's debts range from a $20 un- 
paid bill to Commonwealth Edison Co.

All land needed for the 119-unit se- 


nior citizens' housing development in 
Arlington Heights has been acquired 
by the Cook County Housing Author- 
ity. 


Plans for the project, west of High- 


land Avenue between Wing and Miner 
streets, have been studied by the vil- 
lage administration and will be re- 
viewed by a plat and subdivision com- 
mittee Aug. 17. 


The final two parcels needed for the 


Irshaped property were acquired Fri- 
day with the conclusion of con- 
demnation proceedings. 


THE PRICE of the land was in- 


creased by the court settlement, said 
Francis Milice, assistant director of 
the housing authority. 


The other two properties at the site 


were acquired in December without 
court action. 


No groundbreaking date will be set 


until after the final plans are ap- 
proved by the U S. Dept of Housing 
and Urban Development and the vil- 
lage plan commission and village 
board, Miss Milice said 


Residents on the one-acre site will 


have to be relocated and the buildings 
demolished. 


THE COSTS of acquiring the land 


and building the multi-stoned struc- 
ture will be covered by a $3 5 million 
grant approved by HUD. 


Arlington Heights first applied to 


the county housing authority for the 
senior citizens' housing in 1970. The 
authority was later designated by the 
village board as its agent to get the 
grant from HUD. 


The village has on file the names of 


more than 500 persons who have ex- 
pressed an interest in the housing, but 
criteria and application procedures 
heve not been decided. 


Permanent panel on community events proposed

Laboratory tests of blood samples 


from mosqtiitos and birds in southern 
Cook County and In central and south- 
ern Illinois have failed to turn up any 
evidence of significant St. Louis en- 
cephalitis activity, the Illinois Dept. 
of Public Health has announced. 


Dr Gary Clark, coordinator of the 


state's encephalitis early warning 
program, tested nearly 700 bird blood 
samples and 1,200 mosquitos between 
.June 29 and July 30 in a statewide 
&e<irch for signs that the disease that 


killed 47 Illinois residents last sum- 
mer might be returning. 


Nearly 300 bird blood samples were 


collected in the southern half of Cook 
County and about 400 were taken in 
the downstate counties of Madison, St. 
Clair, 
Christian, 
Cumberland and 


Richland. 


MOSQUITOS WERE collected in the 


cities of Belleville, Olney, Taylorville, 
McLeansboro, Carmi, Peoria, Green- 
up and Alton. Mosquitos collected in 


Cook County are still being analyzed. 


Dr. Joyce Lashof, director of the Il- 


linois Dept. of Public Health, said she 
was "very encouraged" by the nega- 
tive laboratory findings and by the 
fact that "as yet no human cases of 
St. Louis encephalitis have been re- 
ported in Illinois this year." In 1975 
there were a record 578 reported 
cases. 


As of Aug. 2, the Center for Disease 


Control in Atlanta had reported three

Tax credit plan 


a boon for many 


The U.S. Senate voted last 


week to establish several new 
tax credits, which, if approved 
by the House and signed into law 
by the President, will give col- 
lege students and their parents a 
financial break on spiraling edu- 
cation expenses. 


The plan, presented by U.S. 


Sen. William Roth, R-Del., will 
allow credits against taxes up to 
$100 in 1977, escalating to $250 by 
1980. 


As the cost of sending a stu- 


dent to college continues to in- 
crease, the tax credit plan is 
welcome news, and we urge the 
House to endorse the measure. 


The chief objection to the pro- 


posal is that government offi- 
cials estimate the cost of the bill 
to be about $1.1 billion annually. 
Indeed, the cost seems high, but 
for many families the tax legis- 
lation will provide a bit of relief

The lighter side 
Stalking a delegate caucus/

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Not since Teddy Roosevelt's glory days 


as a big game hunter has a group of sportsmen captured the 
public's imagination quite as much as today's big delegate hunt- 
ers. 


Each edition of the paper brings fresh accounts of their exploits. 


Three rare uncommitted delegates bagged in darkest Pennsylva- 
nia. An entire covey flushed in Mississippi. What thrills. What 
adventures. 


So dedicated are they to the pursuit that some hunters will spend 


days stalking a single delegate across the fens of New Jersey, only 
to lose its spoor on the outskirts of Hackensack. 


When I read that Ronald Reagan and Richard Schweiker were 


organizing a delegate hunting expedition into Mississippi, New Jer- 
sey, Pennsylvania and West Virginia this week, I got in touch with 
a member of the safari. 


"What is it that makes delegate hunting so compelling?" I 


asked. "They aren't fit to eat and I certainly wouldn't want to 
have one stuffed and mounted in my trophy room." 


The hunter adjusted the mosquito netting on his pith helmet and 


gave me a condescending smile. 


"I don't think I can explain it to an outsider," he said. "It's a 


mystique — something that gets into your blood. Probably it's the 
challenge more than anything else. 


"Uncommitted delegates are among the most elusive creatures 


on earth. Just when you think you've got one cornered, it will 
change colors and slip away in the underbrush." 


"Change colors?" 
"Right. Delegates are something like chameleons in the way 


they can adapt to the environment. You get a liberal delegate 
silhouetted against a conservative background and all of a sudden 
it will swerve to the right and blend right in with the rest of the 
landscape." 


I said, "What's the best way to go about bagging one?" 
"The trick is to get it isolated from the rest of the delegation," 


the hunter explained. "Delegates have a strong herd instinct and if 
threatened they sometimes bind themselves together with the unit 
rule. That makes it impossible to pick them off individually. 


"But occasionally one will stray off on its own. If you can get 


between it and the main part of the caucus, you've got a 
good chance of scoring." 


I asked the hunter if he had ever reached his daily bag limit. 
"There's no way to be certain. Delegates are extremely difficult 


to count. You think you've got one and it turns out to be the same 
one you bagged two weeks ago. Meanwhile, a couple of other 
hunters probably are counting it, too. 


"Also, in addition to having chameleon qualities, delegates are a 


bit like possums. When you start to approach them, they roll over 
and play dead. Then the minute your back is turned, they spring 
up and run away."

Job plan extension 
OKd by Senate 


The Senate voted 67-11 Tuesday to extend through September 


1977, an emergency public service jobs program that now employs 
260,000 persons. The bill authorizes doubling the number of jobs in 
the program, but only if Congress later appropriates extra money 
to do so. It leaves the decision whether to increase the number of 
jobs for possible later consideration through the appropriations 
process. 


The bill now goes to conference with a House-passed version. 


Congress set up the emergency jobs program in December, 1974, 
as a result of rising unemployment. Under it the government pays 
about $2 billion a year to state and local governments and nonpro- 
fit organizations to provide jobs. The jobs have ranged from po- 
licemen In Detroit to ballet dancers in Maryland. Many have in- 
volved community improvement projects. 


Commuter service lo be cut 


The bankrupt Rock Island Lines Tuesday confirmed reports it is 


taking steps to discontinue its commuter service between Joliet 
and Chicago because of exorbitant financial losses incurred in the 
operation. The railroad said its bankruptcy trustee William Gib- 
lions has given the Regional Transportation Authority one week to 
make an acceptable subsidy proposal or it will petition the Illinois 
Commerce Commission to discontinue the service which carries 
about 13,000 passengers daily. The railroad said its commuter pas- 
senger service for the first six months of this year have lost more 
than $2.4 million. 


Sporls firm gels fund extension 


Abcrcrombie and Fitch, one of the nation's best-known sporting 


goods firms, has been granted time to retrench and improve its 
financial situation. In papers filed in U.S. District Court, the com- 
pany said that although it is solvent, it is unable to pay its debts 
immediately. The nationwide chain, whose sales run to $25 million 
a year, said it has liabilities of $6,202,488 and assets of $8,229,753. 
The court papers said the assets are not in liquid funds. The 
papers were filed under Chapter 11 of the U.S. Bankruptcy Act, 
which will hold off Abercrombie's creditors for at least 30 days 
while the nine-store chain revamps its finances. 


Coal strike losing momentum 


A foin--week-old strike that began in West Virginia and spread to 


some of the nation's richest coal areas lost some of its punch 
Tuesday with back-to-work movements in Ohio and Kentucky. 
About 70 per cent of the mines were reported open in Ohio. Other 
than West Virginia, with all of its 59,000 miners out, Ohio had been 
hardest hit with 16,000 men away from the pits. Though miners 
were out in eastern Kentucky, men returned to work this week in 
the western portion of the state. Several members of the policy- 
making 21-member United Mine Workers International Executive 
Board grumbled openly that UMW President Arnold Miller had not 
provided strong leadership during the labor crises, which at its 
height idled 120,000 miners in eight states.

TOKYO (UPI) — A Japanese insur- 


ance company, taking its cue from a 
successful American firm, is doing a 
booming business selling cancer in- 
surnce. 


Daihyaku Seimei Sogo, a Tokyo- 


based mutual life insurance company, 
sold 10,000 cancer policies in the first 
two weeks after it began marketing 
them, according to Japanese news- 
papers. 


T h e newspapers 
attributed the 


firm's startling initial success to its 
straightforward, 
"American-style" 


advertising techniques and to growing 
anxiety about cancer among Japa- 
nese. 


But they predicted the market fof 


the policies soon would reach the sa- 
turation point. 


CANCER IS THE No. 1 killer of 


Japanese in the prime years between 
30 and 65, with one out of every three 
deaths in this age bracket attributed 
to some form of cancer, according to 
the health and welfare ministry. Only 
one in 10 deaths in the age bracket is 
due to accident. 


Daihyaku was inspired by an Amer- 


ican firm, American Family Life As- 
surance Co., of Columbus, Ga., which 
began selling cancer insurance In Ja- 
pan in November 1974, 


The American company says it has 


sold 500,000 cancer policies in Japan 
in an 18-month period. 


Daihyaku expected to sell between 


25,000 and 30,000 cancer policies in the 
first month of its new program.

that he has done the right thing. This 
is also known as the blind leading the 
blind. 


• There are preferred stocks, and 


there are preferred stocks. Finding 
the right one, or getting stuck with 
the wrong one, can be the same kind 
of musical chairs played in trying to 
select common stocks. Again, general- 
ities can be dangerous. 


Now back to the question. When a 


corporation sells a piece of itself to 
those of us willing to take a fling on 
its fortunes, it can issue two types of 
stock: common and preferred. Com- 
mon is the most common type, and 
that's where the action is, up and 
down. 


Common dividends are adequate, 


skimpy or none at all. They're rarely 
lush. You're looking more toward ap- 
preciation in value for your ultimata 
awards. 


Preferreds are a whole separate 


class of stock, usually far less volatile 
in market action than the common, 
and usually offering much fatter divi- 
dend yields. Generally, dividends on 
preferred stock must be paid before 
the company can pay dividends on the 
common stock. They have preference: 
thus the name. In other words, if the 
company's profits are only big enough 
to pay the preferred dividends, the 
preferred holders will get theirs and 
the common holders will not. 


If a preferred stock is designated 


"cumulative" there's an added advan- 
tage. In such cases, if circumstances 
prevent the corporation from paying 
any dividends at all, the amount ow- 
ing on the preferreds will accumulate, 
and the total accumulated amount ow- 
ing on the preferreds will have to be 
paid before the dividends on the com- 
mon can resume. 


While preferreds offer a greater 


measure of stability and higher yeild, 
they are still stocks, a piece of the 
action, with the risk being com- 
mensurate with the profitability of the 
company. More research, in addition 
to your friend's tip, is called for.

Make sure home 
is accident-proof

Is your home a dangerous place 


for your cMldren? 


The frightening fact is that acci- 


dents kill more children under 15 
than cancer, birth defects, pneu- 
monia and heart disease put to- 
gether. In a single year accidents 
kill more than 15,000 in this age 
group and about a third of the ac- 
cidents occur in the home. 


If there are dangers in and 


around your home, and you ignore 
them, you could be endangering 
your child's life. They should be 
corrected immediately. 


It is equally important for you 


to know how to treat all types of 
accidental injuries if they do oc- 
cur. No matter how safe your 
home is, or how carefully you 
watch your children, they are 
bound to be out of your sight just 
long enough for an accident to oc- 
cur. 


This series will describe both 


safety precautions and first aid 
measures. 


Since the only sure cure for any 


accident or disease is prevention, 
let's deal with some steps you can 
take to make home safer. 


Accident prevention is an activi- 


ty that should go on all year long, 
but summer is the time to pay 
particular attention to hazards in 
the area of your pool, patio and 
garden. Here is a safety checklist 
for those areas of your home. 


• Forbid use of portable elec- 


tric appliances within 10 feet of 
the pool. 


• Keep extension cords away 


from poolside. 


• Take care in handling pool- 


side accessories. Handling things 
while wet can cause shocks. 


• Be aware of the danger spots 


in a pool's wiring. These include 
filter pump motor, filter, time 
clock, pool cleaning equipment, 
electronically operated pool cov- 
ers and heating equipment. 


• No glass should be allowed in 


the pool area. Use plastic or pa- 
per cups, plates and pitchers. 


• Be sure your pool is properly 


fenced. Dozens of children die 
save 


life! 


each year from drowning in back- 
yard pools. 


• No children should ever be 


allowed to swim alone. The "bud- 
dy system" used in many camps 
is an effective way of preventing 
accidents. 


• No children should ever be 


allowed to swim when overtired, 
overheated or just after eating. 


• Discourage horseplay in the 


pool and patio area. 


• Play it safe in barbecuing. 


Keep children away. Use gloves 
or potholders. 


• If your pool has a raised 


deck, be sure that its sides are 


safe and youngsters cannot fall 
through or over them. 


• Do not overload decks; they 


can, and have collapsed, resulting 
in tragic loss of lives. 


• All outdoor electrical wiring 


and lighting should be done by an 
expert. It is too easy to get elec- 
trocuted from an amateur job. 


• Forbid the use of all fire- 


crackers, cherry bombs and fire- 
works. 


• Make sure guests and chil- 


dren are aware of any poisonous 
plants or dangerous animals in or 
around your home. 


• Make sure that playground 


equipment is safe and sturdy. No 
sharp edges or rust allowed. 


Go through your entire house or 


apartment room by room, noting 
the corrections that need to be 
made. There may be some ob- 
vious ones that you will easily 
find. A room by room checklist 
can be found in the new book 
"Save Your Child's Life!" 


Once you find the potential dan- 


gers, eliminate them. You'll sleep 
better the night that you do.

For Penny Schwartz handwriting's art 


She turned her hobby into a business 


by BILLIE BACIIIIl'BEK 


The first time she picked up an 


edged pen, Penny Schwartz knew ca- 
ligraphy was for her. 


"Caligraphy is the art of beautiful 


handwriting. You hold the pen at a 45- 
degree angle, and can make either a 
thick or thin line." she explained bas- 
ic lettering technique. "I knew it was 
something I could be good at from the 
beginning." she added, smiling. 


Penny's innate talent for lettering 


surfaced while she was studying for a 
history degree at Augustana College 
in 
Rock Island. She admired a 


friend's expertise as she watched the 
friend lettering place cards in Old 
English for fraternity parties. With 
encouragement, Penny tried it. And 
she liked it! 


PENNY'S 
FRIENDS 
eventually 


presented her with pen holder, nibs 
and a book on lettering. That did it. 
Soon she was lettering for fun, friends 
and for fraternities and sororities. "I 
wouldn't take money at that time, so 
they sent me flowers," she recalled. 


Now a veteran of some 10 years and 


an aiiist who has designed her own 
line of note cards and others, Mrs. 
Schwartz employs four standard let- 
tering methods in her work. And she 
builds on basics with variations and 
improvisions of her own design. 


Caligraphy remains her 
favorite 


way to letter. "Caligraphy is italic let- 
tering with all letters formed individ- 
ually. The lower case letters are 
made approximately four and half 
pen widths high," she said, demon- 


strating with her pen. 


Another lettering 
method Penny 


uses is cursive writing. In cursive 
writing, letters are joined, and lower 
case letters are formed only about 
three and a half pen widths high. Be- 
cause letters are smaller, it is easier 
to join them. Mrs. Schwartz writes 
personal letters this way. 


"IT'S A SPEED hand, and looks 


pretty even if done with a ballpoint 
pen," she said. 


Old English, Black Letter and Goth- 


ic, all essentially the same, are 
"scrolly and fancy, the letters narrow 
and reaching upward" as Penny de- 
scribes them. 


Block letters are letters designed 


without serif (smaller line used to fin- 
ish off the main stroke of a letter.) 
Penny uses this simple, clean looking 
lettering as well as others hi the origi- 
nal line of note cards she hopes to 
market nationally. She combines free 
form flowers and fruits with old say- 
ings, parts of poems both original and 
old, sketched and lettered in black ink 
on colored paper. 


Penny likes best to design wedding 


invitations. She did her own, she re- 
called. Poster cards, certificates, an- 
nouncements 
and letterheads 
are 


among other commercial jobs she 
does. And lettering favorite or origi- 
nal poems in a customer's chosen 
style, and designing Christmas cards 
also keep her busy. 


PENNY HAS turned what started 


out as a hobby into a part-time busi- 
ness and now plans to make it into a 
full-time career since she is single 


again with a nearly 3-year-old-son, 
Benji, to rear. She wanted a job that 
would permit her as much time at 
home as possible. 


"I decided on caligraphy because I 


am experienced, and I know I am 
good at it. And I can.be with Benji 
most of the time," she said. 


Converting on avocation into a 


bread-and-butter job didn't just hap- 
pen for Penny. She has studied and 
worked at lettering since she first 
took up the pen. After 10 years of ex- 
perience, she took a course in letter- 
ing at Boise State University in Idaho. 


"I learned the finer points in class. 


I looked at letter shapes, at beauty 
and elegance. Some of the lettering I 
did before attending classes now looks 
awkward to me. But most people 
wouldn't notice," she said. 


PENNY DOESN'T hesitate to try 


new things. She gardens on a half 
acre plot, landscapes, experiments in 
culinary arts and is interested in inte- 
rior design. 


Recently she fulfilled 
a 
lifelong 


dream. After five or six hours train- 
ing, she went sky diving! "You just 
jump! It takes about four minutes af- 
ter the parachute opens to land. My 
first thoughts after I jumped were, 
'Wow! This is fantastic! Did I really 
do it?' " She hopes to jump again. But 
members of Penny's large family, 
scattered about the northwest 
sub- 


urbs, do not share her enthusiasm. 
They hope she sticks to her more 
down-to-earth talent: caligraphy.

the trust. In case he dies, would we 
have to depend on his present wife to 
notify us?-D.S.V.

No, your stepfather cannot change a 


trust that was set up by your mother 


for the benefit of her children. When 
your stepfather dies, the trustee will 
be notified and will notify you and 
your brother and sisters in order that 
you may receive what you have com- 
ing according to the provisions of the 
trust. - 


Your stepfather has a right to make 


a will leaving what he wishes to 
whomever he wishes and your step- 
mother has certain rights if he fails to 
provide for her in the will. But he 
cannot will something that does not 
belong to him.

To Anonymous, but Needing Informa- 
tion: 


While I believe you should be 


commended for being "thrilled over 
welcoming the children" and wanting 
a good relationship with them when 
you marry their father, I believe you 
are, to use an old cliche, putting the 
cart before the horse. Because the 
children are doing so well with their 
mother and she is not unfit, a court 
would be very reluctant if it would act 


at all, to change the situation and re- 
move them to the custody of a new 
mother and their natural father. Es- 
pecially since both of you are em- 
ployed and the children are preteen 
and early teen. 


The fact that you could "offer a bet- 


ter life" — and I think you mean fi- 
nancially — would not in itself cause 
a court to shift custody. 


A change In visiting privileges may 


be asked for, but it would be up to the 
court to decide whether or not it's 
harmful or beneficial for the children. 


My opinion is that you should try to 


establish a good relationship with the 
mother, if at all possible, and, of 
course, the children before asking a 
court's permission with the possibility 


of stirring up not only ill feelings but 
defeat. 


Later on when the children are go- 


ing through the difficult teen period, 
their mother may be happy to consent 
(without a court order) to having you 
help her out.

From a tiny egg deposited in the 


g r o u n d , the grasshopper nymph 
emerges into the sunlight. Although 
he has no wings, he closely resembles 
his parents — except for his size. He 
is so small that few people ever notice 
him As he grows bigger, however, he 
will probably attract attention, either 
as a leaping wonder or a plant-eating 
glutton 


Although theie are many kinds of 


grasshoppers, they are generally di- 
vided into two groups according to the 
length of the antennae. The short-hor- 
ned group Includes the destructive lo- 
cust, and the long-horned group in- 
cludes the familiar katydid. Grasshop- 
pers live all over the world, except in 
the cold regions near the North and 
South poles. 


All grasshoppers go through the 


same general life cycle. After Hie fe- 
male digs a hole with her long ovi- 
positor, she lays from two to 120 eggs 
m a little sac called a pod here the

eggs remain for several 
weeks or 


throughout the entire winter. When 
the warm spring sunshine arrives, the 
young grasshopper cracks the egg- 
shell, molts into a nymph and works 
his way into the open air. Tiny as he 
is, he quickly shows the world his 
grasshopper traits Although he has 
no wings yet, his long hind legs, 
double the length of his other two 
pair, soon send him hopping and jum- 
ping wildly about. 


T h e juvenile grasshopper soon 


grows too big for his skin. Suspended 
by his feet, he inflates himself by 
swallowing air. This bursts the old 
skin down the back, and now he can 
stretch his body out and increase his 
length by one-quarter. The new skin 
fits his expanded shape just fine and 
soon stiffens in the sun. The grasshop- 
per will molt or shed his skin five 
times 
before 
reaching 
adulthood. 


Those varieties that develop wings 
will be able to use them after the last 
molt. 


Grasshoppers are destructive in- 


sects. They can wipe out whole sec- 
tions of vegetation in a day, munching 
just about anything edible, including 
bark In the Western United States 


alone they damage more than $.30 mil- 
lion worth of crops every year In- 
secticides help control grasshoppers, 
as do birds and other animals that 
prey on them. And although most 
grasshoppers live for only two to 
three months after reaching maturity, 
there are plenty of eggs left behind to 
ensure the next year's generations 


Quite a few grasshoppers never de- 


velop wings, but their strong legs en- 
able them to leap so well that leaping 
almost takes the place of flight. One 
leap can span 20 times the length of 
his body If you could leap like this, 
you could jump about 40 yards,

The rotifer is a tiny water animal, 


about the size of the thickness of a 
dime, or about one-twentieth of an 
inch.

They 
are often called the "wheel animals" 
because of the crown of tiny hairs, or 
cilia, that encircle the mouth.

scope the cilia appear to be miniature 
rotating wheels. 


About 2,000 different kinds of roti- 


fers can be found throughout the 
world both in fresh water and the 
brackish waters of ponds and lagoons. 
Thear body shape varies, with some 
species looking like little worms and 
others resembling tiny balls. Some of 
them swim about freely; others at- 
tach themselves to an object and 
spend their lives there Rotifers can 
survive conditions that would kill 
larger animals. If their watery envi- 
ronment dries up, they and their eggs 
become like tiny particles of dust and 
blow from hither to yon until they 
chance again to land in water — 
where they grow and flourish,

One of my life's ambitions is to interview Greta Garbo. Or find 


Judge Crater. Or Amelia Earhart. Or King Solomon's Mines. Or 
discover the Missing Link. 


Failing that, my next favorite fantasy was to interview Duane 


Thomas. Next to him, Greta Garbo is a chatterbox. 


Duane Thomas, as you may remember, is one of the all-time 


great recluses of history. Compared to him, Howard Hughes was a 
pest. 


You don't just show up to interview Duane Thomas like yon 


might a candidate for vice president. You mount an expedition. 
You need lo carry along a few things. A lunch. A compass. An 
eight-day clock. Leave word at the office you won't be in for 
several days. Stanley found Livingston easier. 


Duane Thomas is the real galloping ghost. No one ever ran with 


a football more perfectly than Duane Thomas. He tended to dis- 
appear at the line of scrimmage. 


But he tended lo disappear after the scrimmage, too. He spoke 


so seldom, no one was sure of his native tongue. He did release, 
through an Intermediary, once, his qualified opinion of his employ- 
ers. The general manager of the Dallas Cowboys, for whom Duane 
toiled, was "sick, dishonest and demented." The coach was "a 
plastic man." It appeared that if Duane quit football, he had a 
promising career as a Don Rickles if all else failed. 


He went through franchises faster than he went through secon- 


daries. Dallas, Boston. Washington, Honolulu — Duane went 
through more time zones faster than Apollo 13. He was as strange 
and moody as Edgar Allan Poe. His garb frequently suggested a 
guy who charmed cobras with a flute. 


This p;ist winter, Duane Thomas suddenly began acting strange- 


ly. He showed up at the Cowboys' office with a tie on, and a shoe 
shine, and his socks matching. He was as clean-shaven as Frank 


Jim Murray 


Merriwell. He had an agent, a briefcase, a pinstripe suit, and he 
was on time for appointments, and he wanted to rejoin the Estab- 
lishment — and the Dallas Cowboys are as Establishment as Wall 
Street. 


A seismic change like this calls for journalistic cognizance and 


investigation. If Garbo were suddenly going to bob up on talk 
shows, someone should take note. 


So, in the best interests of fearless, fighting journalism, I packed 


my trench coat and press pass and went out to Thousand Oaks and 
the Cowboys training camp to check this phenomenon. 


Everyone assured me the new Duane Thomas would be on hand 


immediately after lunch. "You will find him much changed," 
coach Tom Landry assured me. 


I didn't find him at all. The new Duane Thomas, as near as I 


could tell, was much like the old. Three expeditions to his room 
failed to turn up a clue to his whereabouts. Phone calls to every 
quarter of the training camp failed to tum up anyone who had 
even seen him. 


I suddenly found myself tongue-tied. I knew what a guy felt like 


when he was the only one between Duane Thomas and the goal 
line. I felt as if I had just stumbled upon the Abominable Snow- 


man or the Loch Ness Monster. 


"Er, all, Duane Thomas?" I squawked. "Er, why did you 


return to — of all people — the Cowboys, eh?" Duane smiled. 
"Why not?" he asked. "Why, he speaks perfect English." I found 
myself thinking. 


"Er, did all your troubles with management stem from con- 


tractual troubles?" I asked (leaving the larger question unasked 
— "or did they stem from psychological problems of some strange 
and difficult time?"). 


"My priority was simply getting more money," drawled Thomas 


easily. "Isn't that yours?" 


I pushed on. I felt like I was getting an audience with the Pope. 


"Er, do you feel you took the correct course, bearing in mind the 
history you might have made and the records you might have set 
if you stayed in the NFL?" 


"It was the course I took," Thomas said simply. "How do you 


ever know if it's correct or not? If you don't get tackled, it cor- 
rect." 


How did he talk coach Landry into taking him back? "I was very 


positive in my approach. I presented to coach Landry a more 
mature individual with a more mature type of attitude." 


Is he happy to be back? Thomas smiled. "I'm comfortable," he 


admitted. Did he think he could get back to the great seasons 
like '71 when he led the Cowboys to the last Super Bowl the NFC 
was to win?

Congress to weigh baseball's status 


WASHINGTON — Four members of the Special House Profes- 


sional Sports Committee proposed legislation Tuesday to strip ma- 
jor league baseball of its exemption from federal antitrust laws 
the sport has had for more than half a century. 


The move, initiated by Rep. Gillis Long. D-La., got a quick 


sympathetic response from committee Chairman B. F. Sisk, 
D-Calif., who promised hearings "as soon as possible." 


Rep. Frank Morton of New York, senior Republican on the 


House group, said, "I think it's time to take a real hard look at 
this exemption." 


Long made lii.s proposal public as National Basketball Associ- 


ation Commissioner Lawrence F. O'Brien declared that profes- 
sional basketball needed no special legislative privileges from Con- 
gress. Tlie Louisiana congressmen's amendment to the Clayton 
Antitrust Act was co-sponsored by Reps. Joe Fisher. U-Va., Ed 
Drrwlnski, D-III., and Gilbert Gude. Fl-Mo. 


Rep. John Wydlcr. R-N.Y.. sponsor of a similar measure eight 


years ago, said "I thought it was a good idea then and I think it is 
a good Idea now." 


That indicated at least seven of the 13-member committee were 


inclined to strongly consider eliminating the exemption. 


Baseball has enjoyed antitrust immunity since 1921 on the basis 


of a Supreme Court decision which held that it was a sport rather 
than a business. The court let the exemption stand in 1972 by 
deciding against former player Curt Flood's challenge of the re- 
serve clause.

ball was business but said it was the responsibility of Congress to 
remove the exemption If U wished. 


Long, noting that baseball is the only professional sport with 


immunity, said. "There is no evidence , . . that baseball has 
responded in kind to this federal favoritism by fulfiling the funda- 
mental responsibility they have to the American fans of baseball. 


Yankees fined for demeaning unips 


NEW YORK — The New York Yankees have been fined and 


officially reprimanded Tuesday by the American League for using 
their Scoreboard to demean the umpires working Sunday's game 
against the Baltimore Orioles. 


In a telegram sent to Yankee owner George Steinbrenner from 


Lee MacPhall, president of the AL, MacPhail said, in part: 


"I have your telegram about umpiring In Sunday's game. In this 


connection it has come to my attention that the New York club 
again used the replay Scoreboard in a manner contrary to policy 
recommended by this league. I am also informed that following a 
close decision on the field you posted the names of the umpires in 
a manner calculated to produce fan reaction against the umpires. 


"Irresponsible action of this sort could result hi physical harm 


to an umpire and, in fact, it has been reported to me that on this 
occasion a bottle was thrown on the field, possibly from ao upper 
deck, landing near the umpire." 


In that Sunday game, won by Baltimore, the controversy came 


in the eighth inning over a close play at first base. Oriole first 
baseman Tony Muser had trouble finding the bag with his foot and 
the ball with his glove. But umpire Bill Kunkel called Yankee 
bolter Gene Locklear out. 


Yankee coach Elston Howard protested the decision, saying 


Kunkel was out of position. Yankee manager Billy Martin joined in 
the protest. Then the Scoreboard showed a replay of the play, 
accompanied by the booing of the fans, and the Scoreboard then 
flashed the names of the umpires.

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Football rules 
changes geared 
for more safety 


BLOOMINGTON 
— 
Significant 


changes in the 1976 National Alliance 
Football Rules, those under which 
games played by member schools in 
the Illinois High School Association 
(U1SA) 
are 
administered, 
should 


make the coming season one of the 
most enjoyable for the fans, and yet 
make the sport substantially more 
safe physically for the competitors. 


A series of 23 IHSA-sponsored Foot- 


ball Rules Interpretation Meetings for 
officials registered with the Associ- 
ation, coaches, administrators and 
other school personnel will be held 
throughout the state and surrounding 
area from Aug. 23 through Sept. 14 to 
provide uniform interpretations in re- 
visions of the 1976 rules. 


Serving as football rules inter- 


preters this fall will be IHSA Asst. 
Exec. Secretary L. L. Astroth of 
Bloomington, 
Norman 
Geske 
of 


Wheeling, Charles Hillman of Hinck- 
ley, Ted Search of Chester and Robert 
L, Wright of Champaign. Only offi- 
cials who attend the 1976 rules meet- 
ings will be eligible to be selected to 
work the 1976 Football Playoff Series, 
which gets under way Wednesday, 
Nov. 10. 


The Herald area meeting will be 


held Thursday, Sept. 2 at Rolling 
Meadows High School. Robert Hoese, 
principal at Rolling Meadows, serves 
as meeting manager and Hillman will 
be the rules interpreter. 


Any player guilty of Butt Blocking 


or race-Tackling will cause Ms learn 
to receive a 13-yard penally for a per- 
sonal foul. These two changes should 
eliminate a coaching technique that 
has long been termed dangerous and 
not in the best Interest of football as it 
Is played by the young people of high 
school age. 


Butt Blocking is defined in the rule 


book as "a technique involving a blow 
with the face mask, frontal area or 
top of the helmet driven directly into 
an opponent as the primary point of 
contact either in close line play or in 
the open field." The rulemakers ex- 
pect high school football players will 
be taught to keep the head in a stable 
position and their eyes fixed on the 
target so at the last moment prior to 
contact they can move their head to 
one side or the other, "skinning the 
ear." so primary contact is made 
with the shoulder. This technique will 
protect the blocker from potential 
head and neck injuries and the player 
receiving the block from direct con- 
tact with the hard surfaces of the hel- 
met and/or face mask. 


Face-Tackling is defined in the rule 


book as "driving the face mask, fron- 
tal area or top of the helmet directly 
into the runner." The rulemakers ex- 
pect high school coaches to teach 
their players to tackle by focusing 
their eyes on the target but imme- 
diately prior to contact move their 
head to the side so that the principle 
contact is made with the shoulder. 


In addition. Spearing continues to 


carry a l.Vyard penalty and automatic 
disqualification. "Driving the head, 
encased In a hard and unyielding hel- 
met, into an opponent is probably the 
most dangerous tactic used In football 
today," warns the National Feder- 
ation of State High School Associ- 
ations Executive Committee and the 
National Alliance Football Committee. 
"The hazards of spearing are not lim- 
ited to the hardness of the helmet. 
The player Initiating Hie contact Is in 
more danger than his opponent. When 
head in the Improper position 
is 


driven Into a player, it may result in 
acute flexion or hyperextenslon of the 
neck. These are the two weakest posi- 
tions for the neck. A Mow on the head 
when the neck is In either of these 
positions can cause injury to the spin- 
al cord resulting In paralysis from the 
neck down." 


A change in the Encroachment rule 


will make it a dead ball foul (penalty) 
for either the offensive or defensive 
player to break the plane of his scrim- 
mage line after the snapper has majde 
his final adjustment of the ball. The 
first player to break the plane of the 
line-of-scrimmage will be guilty of en- 
croachment and his team will be pe- 
nalized five yards. When this penalty 
is called the offense cannot legally ad- 
vance the ball. Players on offense no 
longer will be subject to the tactics of 
defensive players designed to in- 
timidate them and cause false starts. 
At the same time, it will restrict ac- 
tion of offensive players on the ends 
of the line which may have drawn de- 
fenders into encroachment. 


If the defensive team fouls during a 


play in which the offense scores a 
field goal or touchdown, the penalty 
will be measured on the ensuing kick- 
off. This change is designed to make 
it costly for the defensive team to pur- 
posely foul during a play in which the 
offensive .team scores. For example, 
on an 80-yard run for a touchdown, 
with the ball carrier already on his 
way to the goal, the defensive player 
who deliberately commits a personal 
foul may put his team in the hole on 
its next offensive aerie*. The 15-yard 
penalty will be assemed on the kick- 
off, allowing the scoring team to kick- 
off from the opponent's 45-yard line 


instead of its own 40. 


Fans will be able to spot eligible 


pass receivers (players wearing num- 
ber 1-49 and 80-99) and ineligible line- 
men f players wearing number 59-79) 
under the 1976 rules. Only players 
wearing numbers 1-49 and/or 80-99 
and who line up on offense in the 
backfield positions or at the ends of 
the line, will be eligible to receive 
passes. A player not wearing these 
proper numbers will be ineligible to 
receive passes. The rules also recom- 
mend that the following system be 
used in numbering offensive players: 
Ends 80-99; Tackles 70-79; Guards 60- 
69: Centers 50-59; Backs 1-49. Defen- 
sive players may wear any number, 
but should the player also play on of- 
fense, the numbering rule will apply. 


Other changes will: 


-Prohibit the use of television, 


video tape, etc. for monitoring replay 
for any coaching purpose* during the 
game, Including intermission, but will 
not prohibit the filming, video taping, 
etc. of the game for use after the con- 
elusion of the contest. 


—Permit the use of phones, radios 


or other electronic communication de- 
vices during authorized player-coach 
conferences. 


—Extend the team boxes to the 30 


yard lines on each side of the field 
and recommend the team box areas 
on the sidetoes be solid white or 
marked in diagonal lines.

Confidence 


Avellini comfortable in pressure-packed No. 1 spot

When Bob Avellini joined the Chi- 


cago Bears a year ago, someone told 
him "you won't play a down for two 
years." 


So he settled back to practice, ride 


the bench and "get ready to play 
when I got the chance." 


"But sitting on the bench, I knew I 


was capable of playing in the National 
Football League and playing well," 
said Avellini. 


When he got the opportunity, he 


proved it, and the chance didn't take 
nearly as long u the predicted two 
yean. He took over at quarterback 
with 5:34 left In the third period of the 
Bears' 19th regular season game, 
started the last fear garnet and won 
two of them, half of the Bears' victory 
total. 


This year Avellini is listed as the 


Bears' No. 1 quarterback, and while 
he believes "I still have" a lot t 
prove," be plans to bold the job until 
he gives up football. 


"I don't expect to give it up," he 


said. "When I do, I'll be retiring. I 
expect to be ready to play every Sun- 
day and I won't give up the job with- 
out a fight, 


"I know I'm as good as our other 


two quarterbacks. Nobody knows all 
there is about quarterbacktag. Even 
the veterans still throw the ball right 
in the middle of a zone. That's why 
when I throw a ball and it's inter- 
cepted, I hate to hear people say it's a 
dumb rookie mistake. It's a mistake 
every quarterback makes." 


Avellini doesn't try to be a "take 


charge" player, although as a quar- 
terback, he fits that category. "I try 
to be myself." be said. "I try net to 
be phony. There's a difference be- 
tween chatter and performance. 


"It's nice to take charge, but you 


have to do it at critical points in a 
game. It's not cockiness to me, be- 
cause I know I can do it." 


Avellini doesn't point out mistakes 


to his teammates because "when 
someone makes a mistake, he knows 
it. I feel it's better to say 'Let's forget 
about it.' And I make mistakes too 
and I know it. 


"A quarterback has to be firm, but 


he has to be understanding. These 
players are pro's. They know how to 
do it.

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Nadia obscured our Olympic heroes 
Coach: 4U.S. neglects its swimmers' 


by I HA BERKOW 


Doc Counsilnum's kindly face be- 


comes plum as a prune when the 
.idiit'vemcnls of the United Styles 
Olympic swimmers arc obscured, as 
he believes they have been. 


"Did you see the American maga- 


zines recently?" asked the U S men's 
Olympic swimming coach. "It's all 
Njdia Comaneci on the covers: 'A 
Star Is Born.' 'She Stole The Show.' 
My goodness, she's only a child. She 
probably shouldn't have been com- 
peting. The Russians <vere particular- 
ly upset. They feel you should be post- 
pubescent to participate in the Olym- 
pics. They have a point. So she be- 
came the 'darling of the Olympics.' 
Well, people are fascinated by chil- 
dren and puppies and kittens . .. 


"Nadia's body is so small U hasn't 


developed yet. I remember when v>e 


had little girl* diving. They would hit 
the water without a splash. But when 
diving boards were made heavier, the 
girls were eliminated. They are too 
light In get the necessary lift. 


"I thought the men gymnasts were 


much more impressive with what they 
did with their bodies. But you have to 
look damn hard to read about them, 
and to read about the swimmers. And 
to my mind, the top moment in the 
Olympics was when Jim Montgomery 
broke the 50-second barrier in the 100- 
meter freestyle." 


"I know Nadia got a handful of per- 


fect scores," continued Counsilman, 
"but the publicity for them should 
have gone to the judges. They ought 
to explain what score someone should 
get who does a more difficult routine 
than Nadia. Besides, there was a per- 
fect score recorded in diving — by 


Klaus Dibisi — and who knows abou 
it?" 


Dr. Edward Counsilman, the 56- 


year-old, white-haired 
distinguished 


swimming coach of Indiana Univer- 
sity — a former national swimming 
c h a m p i o n , advisor on President 
Ford's Physical Fitness council, advi- 
sor to the Phillips oil company pro- 
gram (the only private company to 
help subsidize swimming on a nation- 
al level), prolific author of author- 
itative swimming books — may be 
forgiven 
his understandable prej- 


udices. 


Jim Montgomery, who happens to 


attend Indiana University, broke the 
Olympic record held by Mark Spitz, 
an Indiana alumnus, and the world 
record, held by himself. 


"It's incredible to think what's been 


happening in swimming," continued 


Counsilman. "You know, the first win- 
ning Olympic time in the 100-meter 
freestyle was about two and a half 
times longer than 
Montgomery's." 


The time was i.22.2 by Alfred Hajos 
of Hungary. 


"Johnny Weismuller broke the one- 


minute barrier in the 1924 Olympics, 
with a time of 59 seconds flat. Don 
Schollander's Olympic-record winning 
time was 53.4 in 1964 in Tokyo. He 
couldn't even qualify for the Olympic 
trials now with that time. 


"Schollander won the 400-meter 


freestyle that year with a 4:12 2. That 
wouldn't even be good enough to win 
the women's 400-meter freestyle this 
Olympics. The winner did it in 4:09." 


There are numerous reasons for the 


tremendous progress in swimming. 
Counsilman credits the improvement 
to nutrition, to the increased knowl- 
edge of coaches in matters of science 
and the human body, to better pools 
that cut down waves, to an under- 
standing of how untapped human po- 
tential is. Mostly, though, Counsilman 
credits improvement in training meth- 
ods. 


"That Hungarian in T896 probably 


trained by sitting around with his bud- 


dies and talking about swimming," 
said Counsilman. "Weismuller, was 
not the world's most ardent training 
specimen, either. He might work out 
in the pool for an hour a day, three or 
four days a week. Then he'd spend the 
rest of the time recuperating from his 
weekend." Johnny liked liquids, in or 
out of the pool. 


The Russians, notes Counsilman, 


have been experimenting with keep- 
ing their swimmers in a pool for sev- 
en hours a day, six days a week. 


"I think that's more than the body 


can take. There are limits. Jim Mont- 
g o m e r y , ' ' continued Counsilman, 
"spends five or six days a week in the 
pool. Then he spends a minimum of 
an hour a day on something we call 
Iso-Kmetics. He lays prone on a board 
and imitates his swimming stroke, but 
does it against a device to increase 
resistance. 


"I think Iso-Kinetics is a tre- 


mendous addition to the 
training 


procedures. Mark Spitz just got in at 
the beginning of it, four years ago. 


"Thinking of Mark, here's an ex- 


ample of the changes in the last four 
years in the individual events in 
which he won gold medals. With 


Mark's times from the 1972 Olympics, 
he would have placed third in the 100- 
meter freestyle this time, fifth in the 
200-meter butterfly, fifth in the 200- 
meter freestyle, and first in the IOC- 
meter butterfly. It's a remarkable ac- 
complishment that his 100-meter but- 
terfly record has held up for four 
years. The next oldest record, now, I 
think, is about a year old. 


"But 
Mark is remarkable. You 


know, he rarely swims anymore. I 
think it's because he lives in a con- 
dominium in Los Angeles and doesn't 
want to be swimming around and hav- 
ing the neighbors gawk. But, anyvvaj, 
lie was doing a personal appearance 
in Rio de Janeiro last year. He was 
asked to swim the 100-meter butterfly. 
He didn't know he was being timed. 
He did it in 1:02, a terrible time for 
him. He had won the Olympics and 
set a world record with a time of :54. 


"But two days later he's in Sao 


Paulo for the same kind of thing. He 
knows he will do the 100-meter 'fly 
again He asks to be timed. And does 
it in 58 seconds' Just four seconds off 
his record. And he hasn't trained m 
three years."

fans. It's the only time I wished I was 
behind the fence," Naber said, referr- 
ing to the Olympic Village isolated by 
heavy security. "But there was a

Now he is haunted by autograph 


.seekers and 
the media, but 
the 


thoughtful Naber knew that would be 
the price of fulfilling his Olympic am- 
bitions. 


"I'm kidding myself if I say the

My privacy — it's all gone, 
shattered in six days. I know the next 
time a friend calls who I haven't seen 
in three years, I'm going to be sus-

phone number because of his new- 
found fame. 


Yet, moments later, Naber men-

Bill clearing way for flu shots to Ford 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Congress 


bowed 
lt> personal pressure 
from 


President Ford Tuesday and sent the 
White House emergency legislation 
clearing the way for nationwide im- 
munization against swine flu. 


The legislation cleared by the Sen- 


ate and House on Tuesday opens the 
way for mass inoculations by making 
the government the defendant in 
swine flu lawsuits. Flu vaccine manu- 
facturers had refused to go ahead 
with the program unless they were 


protected against a potential rash of 
suits from persons claiming to have 
been injured by the vaccine. 


The bill which now goes to the 


White House for Ford's signature 
would allow anyone alleging an injury 
because of inoculation to sue the gov- 
ernm'ent which, in turn, could sue the 
vaccine manufacturer, distributor or 
other negligent party. 


Ford had stepped up pressure on 


Congress to wrap up the emergency 
legislation before it recessed for the 


Republican National Convention. 


The House passed the bill 250-83. 
The Senate approved the legislation 


earlier in the day by voice vote. 


The insurance industry has either 


canceled or sharply reduced its cov- 
erage of swine flu vaccine because of 
what its spokesmen say are "virtual- 
ly unmeasurable" risks of lawsuits. 


But Rep. Henry Waxman, D-Calit.. 


warned against the precedent the bill 
could set for future immunization pro- 
grams. "We are opening the door to 


having U.S. taxpayers pay the prod- 
uct liability and medical malpractice 
in amounts that could be astronomic- 
al," he said. 


The Association of Trial Lawyers of

apartments in Des Plaines and sev- 
eral other multi-family projects. 


Priester said he has received in- 


quiries from "a large number of local 
developers" since announcing last 
week his desire to sell the airport. In 
the past, Priester has turned away 
developers telling them "this land is 
too valuable as an airport to be devel- 
oped into a shopping center or hous- 
ing project." 


However, Priester said Tuesday he 


is no longer discouraging interested 
developers from sending appraisers to 
the airport or from talking with him 
about purchasing the airport. 


"I'm tired of waiting for tax relief 


from the state or the federal govern- 
ment. The operating costs here are 
getting too much, and no one's willing 
to help us out or take over the airport 
to run it as a public airfield," he said. 


"IN LIGHT of the present situation, 


my attitude is changing. I would be 
willing to talk to a developer who 
would maybe let us continue oper- 
ating the airport another 20 years be- 
fore closing it down and developing 
homes or an industrial park here," 
Priester said. 


Priester announced last week that

Wheeling police are providing a 


special traffic detail so six village em- 
ployes can gain easy access to Dun- 
dee Road when leaving the municipal 
building at the end of the work day. 


A patrolman is assigned to stop four 


lanes of traffic each weekday at 4:30 
p.m. to allow six cars owned by vil- 
lage employes to turn left onto west- 
bound Dundee Road from the munici- 
pal building parking lot. 


The section of highway in front of 


the municipal building, 255 W. Dundee 


Rd., has been called dangerous by a 
Northwestern University traffic study. 


P O L I C E , HOWEVER, are in- 


vestigating if patrolmen directing 
traffic daily have contributed to traf- 
fic accidents in front of the municipal 
building. 


Lt. Ronald Nelson said Tuesday that 


the investigation so far has not sup- 
ported the suggestion that directing 
traffic for the village employes con- 
tributed to car crashes in the 40 mile- 
per-hour section of Dundee Road. 


Last week, accidents occurred two 


days in a row involving a total of six 
cars and resulting in minor injuries. 
Both accidents occurred while a pa- 
trolman was directing traffic for the 
employes. 


Nelson said the patrolmen involved 


in each case said that while drivers of 
the cars involved were at fault, di- 
recting traffic "was a causation fac- 
tor." 


NELSON SAID he asked the detail 


to be stopped and Police Chief M. 0. 
Horcher assigned Nelson to conduct 
an investigation into collisions in front 


of the municipal building. Horcher 
said the investigation should be com- 
pleted by Saturday. 


Nelson said the detail is needed for 


six cars because they must turn left 
onto Dundee across four lanes of traf- 
fic. The other employes, Nelson said, 
turn right onto the eastbound lanes. 


There have been a total of 11 auto 


accidents in front of the municipal 
building since the beginning of the 
year. Last year there were a total of 
16 accidents at the site. 


The special detail was started two 


years ago by former Police Chief Pe- 
ter Guttilla. 


A TRAFFIC STUDY of the village 


conducted by the Northwestern Uni- 
versity Traffic 
Institute 
concluded 


that Dundee Road is one of the worst 
locations for accidents in the village. 


The study recommended installing a 


traffic signal and creating turn lanes 
to permit left-turn entry into the vil- 
lage hall and post office parking lots. 
Left turns from the post office, 250 W.

not be decided until the department 
knows when the vaccine will be avail- 
able, Ms. Ehlers said. 


THERE WILL BE eight inoculation 


sites in the county. The state will pro- 
vide 15 "jet injectors" for the vaccine 
which the county may use for 10 days, 
Ms. Ehlers said. 


The jet injectors "shoot" the vac- 


cine at high pressure into the arm 
without the use of needles. The in- 
jectors reportedly are faster and less 
painful than syringes. 


An initial meeting with volunteers 


from civic and church groups was' 
held last week, but more volunteers 
will be recruited soon, she said. 


The federal government has recom- 


m e n d e d immunizing all citizens 
against the swine flu virus, which 
killed several million persons when it 
struck worldwide in 1918-19.

The legislation cleared by the Sen- 


ate and House on Tuesday opens the 
way for mass inoculations by making 
the government 
the 
defendant 
in 


swine flu lawsuits. Flu vaccine manu- 
factures had refused to go ahead 
will) the program unless they were 


protected against a potential rash of 
suits trom persons claiming to have 
been Injured by the vaccine. 


The bill which now goes to the 


White House for Ford's signature 
would allow anyone alleging an injury 
because of inoculation to sue the gov- 
ernment which, in turn, could sue the 
vaccine manufacturer, distributor or 
other negligent party. 


Ford had stepped up pressure on 


Congress to wrap up the emergency 
legislation before it recessed for the 


Republican National Convention. 


The House passed the bill 250-83. 
The Senate approved the legislation 


earlier in the day by voice vote. 


The insurance industry has either 


canceled or sharply reduced its cov- 
erage of swine flu vaccine because of 
what its spokesmen say are "virtual- 
ly unmeasurable" risks of lawsuits. 


But Rep. Henry Waxman, D-Calif.. 


warned against the precedent the bill 
could set for future immunization pro- 
grams. "We are opening the door to 


having U.S. taxpayers pay the prod- 
uct liability and medical malpractice 
in amounts, that could be astronomic- 
al," he said. 


The Association of Trial Lawyers of 


America, however, endorsed the bill. 
"We are confident the American pub- 
lic will not make improper, excessive 
or frivolous claims," said Robert G. 
Began, president of the association of 
25,000 lawyers. 


Sen. Jacob Javits, R-N.Y., said in- 


surance companies should be alerted 
they still have responsibilities to the 


public for insuring vaccines. 


After the Senate vote, House Demo- 


cratic leader Thomas O'Neill of Mas- 
sachusetts had announced Ford was 
insisting the chamber take up the 
swine flue measure right away. 


O'Neill said Ford called both House 


Speaker Carl Albert and House GOP 
leader John Rhodes He quoted Ford 
as saying, "It is absolutely imperative 
to pass this swine flu legislation." 


"It is absolutely an emergency, ac- 


cording to the President of the United 


States," O'Neill said 


The bill would authorize any person

$177,000 federal grant for a sewer in- 
spection program has been approved 
by the Northeastern Illinois Planning 
Commission.

The village is applying for funding 


for the first of a three-step program 
to inspect, rehabilitate and reconst- 
ruct in its Cook County sewer system. 
The village board has agreed to pay 
25 per cent of the inspection cost, or 
.'about $60,000, if the $236,000 project is 
approved by the EPA. 


THE SEWER SYSTEM has been 


plagued by leakage of groundwater 
and storm sewer water into the sani- 
tary sewer system. The overflow of 
wastewater during wet weather has 
caused flooding in about 20 basements 
and a discharge of waste water into 
Buffalo Creek creating a health haz- 
ard and extensive property damage 


The overflow also causes an over- 


loading of the Metropolitan Sanitary 
District's wastewater plants. 


V i l l a g e Public Works Director 


Charles McCoy said the worst flooding 
of basements occurs in homes along 
St. Mary's Parkway west of Raupp 
Boulevard and homes on University 
Court in the Cambridge subdivision 
He said the flooding has not occurred 
since last fall.

the village request and pay 75 per 
cent of the approved cost. The village 
also submitted an expense account for 
past sewer inspections. The agency 
also could agree to reimburse the vil- 
lage for 75 per cent of those costs, 


which would be used toward the vil- 
lage's future share of program ex- 
penses. 


Items included in the application for 


the first step of the program are man- 
ual inspection of Hie sewers, smoke 
testing and back-up testing, sewer 
cleaning, installation and operation of 
television cameras inside the sewers 
and formulation of the final inspection 
report. 


Computer wizard rewires 
unit and it starts clicking

Computers baffle most folks with 


their flashing lights, buzzing noises 
and mysterious way of producing the 
right answer 


Marcus Hall, a student at Buffalo 


Grove High School, considers comput- 
ers friends. He has literally turned a 
dilapidated computer inside out and 
has transformed the defunct machine 
into a working instrument. 


The machine was given to the 


school when a friend of Keith Mann, a 
computer math teacher, wanted to 
clear out his basement collection of 
computers and computer parts. 


MANN APPROACHED Marcus last 


year with the idea of working on the 
1962 vintage machine as a school proj- 
ect. 


The machine was ready for rehabili- 


tation lust about the time many stu- 
dents were running off to summer ac- 
tivities. 


Marcus returned to school, how- 


ever, and has spent about seven hours 
a day, five days a week since June 
getting the machine into working or- 
der. 


He said when he started his work, 


"It looked about the same from the 
outside, but the inside was not the 
same." 


He had to rewire the back of the 


machine which connects the various 
components. Then the thousands of 
parts had to be tested to determine 
what needed to be fixed. 


"WE HAVE MOST of the problems 


corrected,1' he said. "It's in limited 
working order. The first half of its 
memory is working properly. The sec- 
ond half has problems, but you can 
work around them." 


The computer actually is a com- 


bination of two computers. The first 
computer being worked on has two 
memory banks \\hich are the souce 
of primary information. 


He said the computer is limited to 


accepting and releasing data although 
eventually it will be "capable of doing 
just about anything." The machine 
just needs to be developed and pro- 
gramed properly, he said. 


"We hope to be able to write pro- 


grams and do a lot of processing on 
this one," he said. Eventually Marcus 
wants to hook it up with the district's 
computer storage bank which would 
greatly expand its potential 


MARCUS SAID he first became in- 


terested in computers three years ago 
as an eighth grader. But this has been 
his first experience working on "hard- 
ware," or the actual machine parts 
and mechanisms. Marcus has primar- 
ily worked on computer programing, 
or "softwares," in the past and looks 
forward to the day when he can turn 
his attention to this machine's pro- 
graming. 


He will have an edge on everyone 


else when the school doors open this 
fall. 


He looked at the five ton machine 


and smiled, saying "Right now I am 
the only person who knows 'how to 
program it."

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At Arlington Heights church 
Knowledge of healings spreads 


HEALING SERVICES at St. Simon's Episcopal Church, Arlington 


Heights, have gained national attention. The Rev. Richard Lundberg has 
received letters from across the country asking for prayers, and the 
Wednesday morning service is drawing nearly 30 persons.

There are no cast-aside canes or 


crutches mounted on the walls, nor 
has the Rev. Richard Lundberg 
changed his ministry at St. Simon's 
E p i s c o p a l Church in Arlington 
Heights. 


But since the word of the regularly 


scheduled healing services at the 
church has spread, the Wednesday 
morning congregation has grown, as 
has the prayer list, not to mention the 
telephone calls and letters from other 
parts of the country. 


Even as Rev. Lundberg sat in his 


office recounting the publicity the ser- 
vices have received, a call from In- 
dianapolis came through. The caller 
told Rev. Lundberg a cancer patient 
would be arriving in the morning for 
the laying on of hands. 


An article about the services ap- 


peared in The Herald in January. At 
that time, Rev. Lundberg explained 
that the healing service (9 a.m. 
Wednesdays) was a traditional part of 
the Christian faith much in line with 
visitations to the ill and prayers for 
recovery. 


A NATIONALLY circulated tabloid 


newspaper picked up the story and 
soon word of the services was spread 
across the country and telephone calls 
and letters started arriving. 


The file is thick with about 150 let- 


ters. Most writers ask to be included 
in the regular prayers for healing of 
physical ills, while others ask for help 
with personal problems. 


Some contain snapshots and other 


bits of clothing to be blessed by Rev. 
Lundberg. 


ONE OF THE letters contains a re- 


port of a spontaneous remission of a 
growth on the lungs of a Florida man. 


The letter, written by his sister-in- 


law, says that X-rays indicated some 
growth, but when surgeons operated, 
the lungs were normal. The letter was 
a" follow-up to a telephone call from 
the sister-in-law, placed when word 
from the operating room was first re- 
ceived. 


All this, as might be expected, is 


somewhat unsettling in a suburban 
parish of the Episcopal Church. 


REV. LUNDBERG stilled some of 


the apprehension with an explanation 
in the parish newsletter. 


"We are doing here what is the 


proper and normal thing to do. It is 
clear that God does heal and wants us 
to be better than we are in every way. 
We just need to be serious about put- 
ting ourselves in his hands to let His 


will be done. He did ask us to pray 
that way," he wrote. 


He insists that 4he Wednesday 


morning healing services will not 
"take over" the church or his min- 
istry. 


"I'm insisting that doesn't happen. 


Healing is a normal part of the 
church. It's a part of my ministry, but 
just a part. My ministry is not one of 
healing except in the broadest sense 
of renewal, reconciliation and re- 
demption," Rev. Lundberg said. 


HE PLACES what success the ser- 


vices have had within the terms of 
traditional Christian philosophy and 
the power of the group's prayer. 


"It's not me. I don't have the power 


to heal," he said. 


Even so, he has had to turn down 


invitations from Upstate New York 
and Macon, Ga., to minister to the 
sick there. 


"I don't want to get involved in 


that. My job is here in Arlington 
Heights," he said. 


Although those seeking help have 


come to the service from Indiana, 
Wisconsin and Missouri, Rev. Lund- 
berg tells those who call or write 
that there are Episcopal churches 
nearer to them that have the same 
service. 


BUT STILL the average attendance 


at the service has grown from 10 or 15 
to 30 or 40 worshipers, he said. 


"I tell people that something always 


happens, but not necessarily physi- 
cally. It can be an improved outlook 
or an acceptance of life. It can be a 
healing of relationships of marriage 
or in families," he said. 


"I have been told that there are 


medical staffs that keep track of the 
Roman (Catholic) healing shrines. 
And they report of all those who go, 1 
per cent are found to have been 
healed. When people ask my why, I 
tell them it is worth it for that 1 per 
cent. It is worth it for the man n Flor- 
ida," Rev. Lundberg said.

Tentative Dist. 214 budget balances at $48 million 


The 1976-77 tentative budget for 


High School Dist. 214 that calls for ex- 
penditures of $48 million, a 6.63 per 
cent increase from last year's $45 mil- 
lion budget, will permit a balanced 
budget, school officials said Monday. 


"We should live within our reve- 


nues,'' said board member John Cos- 
tello. He said surplus funds totaling 


more than $7 million in the five major 
accounts will allow the district to pre- 
vent deficit spending this year al- 
though expenditures will exceed new 
revenue by about $2 million. 


THE DISTRICT anticipates receiv- 


ing $46 million from property taxes, 
state aid and other sources in the five 
major funds — the education, building 


bond and interest, transportation and 
retirement funds. The 1976-77 revenue 
is expected to be 16.5 per cent greater 
than last year's revenue of'$39.6 mil- 
lion. 


The district also anticipates receiv- 


ing $55,000 in the site and construction 
fund and an additional $1.1 million in 
the working cash fund.

Maryatm Calabrese, representing 


Origer, confirmed that the developer 
is interested in purchasing the air- 
port. 


OHIGEtl'S COMPANY has devel- 


oped the Bay Colony condominium 
apartments in Des Plaines and sev- 
eral other multi-family projects. 


Priester said he has received1 in- 


quiries from "a large number of local 
developers" since announcing last 


week his desire to sell the airport. In 
the past, Priester has turned away 
developers telling them "this land is 
too valuable as an airport to be devel- 
oped into a shopping center or hous- 
ing project." 


However, Priester said Tuesday he 


is no longer discouraging interested 
developers from sending appraisers to 
the airport or from talking with him 
about purchasing the airport. 


"I'm tired of waiting for tax relief 


from the state or the federal govern- 
ment. The operating costs here are 
getting too much, and no one's willing 
to help us out or take over the airport 
to run it as a public airfield," he said. 


"IN LIGHT of the present situation, 


my attitude is changing. I would be 
willing to talk to a developer who 
would maybe let us continue oper- 
ating the airport another 20 years be- 
fore closing it down and developing 
homes or an industrial park here," 
Priester said. 


Lake County Health DepL 
plans for ilu-shot program 


Lake County Health Dept. officials 


have begun preparations for a swine 
flu inoculation program, although the 
nationwide program has been delayed 
until mid-October. 


The Illinois Dept. of Health said the 


national program has been postponed 
until a question over the liability to 
vaccine manufacturers has been set- 
tled. 


The number of Inoculation sites and 


the basic organization of the county's 
program have been determined, said 
Linda Khlers. a staff assistant in the 
planning and development division of 
the Lake County Health Dept. 


Specific sites, dates and times can- 


not be decided until the department 
knows when the vaccine will be avail- 
able, Ms, Enters said. 


THERE WILL BE eight inoculation 


sites in the county. The state will pro- 
vide 15 "jet injectors" for the vaccine 
which the county may use for 10 days, 
Ms. Ehlers said. 


The jet injectors "shoot" the vac- 


cine at high pressure into the arm 
without the use of.needles. The in- 
jectors reportedly are faster and less 
painful than syringes. 


An initial meeting with volunteers 


from civic and church groups was 
held last week, but more volunteers 
will be recruited soon, she said. 


The federal government has recom- 


m e n d e d immunizing all citizens 
against the swine flu virus, which 
killed several million persons when it 
struck worldwide in 1918-19. 


Priester announced last week that 


he would ask Cook County to purchase 
and maintain the 260-acre airport as a 
public airfield because he can no long- 
er afford the spiraling cost of oper- 
ations. 


Pal-Waukee, as a privately owned 


airport, is not eligible for government 
subsidies. Priester said revenues gen- 
erated from airport services are not 
enough to pay for the airport oper- 
ations.

and his son Charles to continue oper- 
ating the airfield for another 20 years. 


The county could receive funding

PRIESTER LAST week' notified the 


Federal Aviation Administration and 
the Illinois Dept. of Transportation of 
his intention to sell, but he has not 
received a response.

portation's Division of Aeronautics, 
said Tuesday that he had received a 
telegram from Priester. 


"I'm 
interested in setting up a 


meeting with him to talk about the 
airport's future and do what we can to 
help him find a suitable buyer who is 
willing to continue operating the air- 
port," Campbell said. "I assure you 
the Division of Aeronautics will not sit 
idly by while this happens." 


Campbell said it is possible for the 


federal government to supply 90 per 
cent and the state government to sup- 
ply 10 per cent of the purchase price 
of a private airport to preserve it for 
public use.

ation to fund additional personnel and 
equipment for the Lake County Sher- 
iff's Dept. 


A Lake County resident with a 


home assessed at $10,000 would pay 
an additional $15 annually in county 
taxes if the referendum is approved 
and the entire 15 cents is levied. 


The current budget for the sheriff's

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Bill clearing way for flu shots to Ford 


WASHINGTON fUPI) - Congress 


bowed to personal pressure from 
President Ford Tuesday and sent the 
White House emergency legislation 
clearing the way for nationwide im- 
munization against swine flu. 


The legislation cleared by the Sen- 


ate and House on Tuesday opens the 
way for mass inoculations by making 
the government 
the defendant in 


swine flu lawsuits. Flu vaccine manu- 
facturers had refused to go ahead 
with the program unless they were 


protected against a potential rash of 
suits from persons claiming to have 
been injured by the vaccine. 


The bill which now goes to ihe 


White House for Ford's signature 
would allow anyone alleging an injury 
because of inoculation to sue the gov- 
ernment which, in turn, could sue the 
vaccine manufacturer, distributor or 
other negligent party. 


Ford had stepped up pressure on 


Congress to wrap up the emergency 
legislation before it recessed for the 


Republican National Convention. 


The House passed the bill 250-83. 
The Senate approved the legislation 


earlier in the day by voice vote. 


The insurance industry has either 


canceled or sharply reduced its cov- 
erage of swine flu vaccine because of 
what its spokesmen say are "virtual- 
ly unmeasurable" risks of lawsuits. 


But Rep. Henry Waxman, D-Calif.. 


warned against the precedent the bill 
could set for future immunization pro- 
grams. "We are opening the door to 


having U.S. taxpayers pay the prod- 
uct liability and medical malpractice 
in amounts that could be astronomic- 
al," he said. 


The Association of Trial Lawyers of 


America, however, endorsed the bill. 
"We are confident the American pub- 
lic will not make improper, excessive 
or frivolous claims," said Robert G. 
Began, president of the association of 
25,000 lawyers. 


Sen. Jacob Javits, R-N.Y., said in- 


surance companies should be alerted 
they still have responsibilities to the 


public for insuring vaccines. 


After the Senate vote, House Demo- 


cratic leader Thomas O'Neill of Mas- 
sachusetts had announced Ford was 
insisting the chamber take up the 
swine flue measure right away. 


O'Neill said Ford called both House 


Speaker Carl Albert and House GOP 
leader John Rhodes. He quoted Ford 
as saying, "It is absolutely imperative 
to pass this swine flu legislation." 


"It is absolutely an emergency, ac- 


cording to the President of the United 


States," O'Neill said. 


The bill would authorize any person 


who claims to have been injured as a 
result of the inoculation to sue the go- 
verment, which in turn could sue the 
vaccine manufacturer, distributor or 
other negligent party to recover dam- 
age costs. 


In theory, this system would screen 


out nuisance suits and make private 
insurance companies willing to extend 
liability coverage to the swine flu 
manufacturers 
— something they 


have been reluctant to do.

The bill which now goes to the

because of inoculation to sue the gov- 
ernment which, in turn, could sue the 
vaccine manufacturer, distributor or 
other negligent party. 


Ford had stepped up pressure on 


Congress to wrap up the emergency 
legislation before it recessed for the 


Republican National Convention. 


The House passed the bill 250-83. 
The Senate approved the legislation 


earlier in the day by voice vote. 


The insurance industry has either 


canceled or sharply reduced its cov- 
erage of swine flu vaccine because of 
what its spokesmen say are "virtual- 
ly unmeasurable'* risks of lawsuits.

Bill clearing way for flu shots to Ford 


WASHINGTON (UPI> - Congress 


bowed 
to personal pressure 
from 


President Ford Tuesday and sent the 
White House emergency legislation 
clearing the way for nationwide im- 
munisation against ssvine flu. 


The legislation cleared by the Sen- 


ate and House on Tuesday opens the 
way For mass inoculations by making 
the 
government 
the 
defendant 
in 


swine flu lawsuits. Flu vaccine manu- 
facturers had refused to go ahead 
vwth the program unless they were 


protected against a potential rash of 
suits from persons claiming to have 
been injured by the vaccine. 


The bill which now goes to the 


White House for Ford's signature 
would allow anyone alleging an injury 
because of inoculation to sue the gov- 
ernment which, in turn, could sue the 
vaccine manufacturer, distributor or 
other negligent party. 


Ford had stepped up pressure on 


Congress to wrap up the emergency 
legislation betore it recessed for the 


Republican National Convention. 


The House passed the bill 250-83. 
The Senate approved the legislation 


earlier in the day by voice vote. 


The insurance industry has either 


canceled or sharply reduced its cov- 
erage of swine flu vaccine because of 
what its spokesmen say are "virtual- 
ly unmeasurable" risks of lawsuits. 


But Rep. Henry Waxman, D-Calif.. 


warned against the precedent the bill 
could set for future immunization pro- 
grams. "We are opening the door to 


having U.S. taxpayers pay the prod- 
uct liability and medical malpractice 
in amounts that could be astronomic- 
al," he said. 


The Association of Trial Lawyers of 


America, however, endorsed the bill. 
"We are confident the American pub- 
lic will not make improper, excessive 
or frivolous claims," said Robert G, 
Began, president of the association of 
25.000 lawyers. 


Sen. Jacob Javits, R-N.Y., said in- 


surance companies should be alerted 
they still have responsibilities to the 


public for insuring vaccines. 


After the Senate vote, House Demo- 


cratic leader Thomas O'Neill of Mas- 
sachusetts had announced Ford was 
insisting the chamber take up the 
swine flue measure right away. 


O'Neill said Ford called both House 


Speaker Carl Albert and House GOP 
leader John Rhodes. He quoted Ford 
as saying, "It is absolutely imperative 
to pass this swine flu legislation." 


"It is absolutely an emergency, ac- 


cording to the President of the United 


States." O'Neill said. 


The bill would authorize any person 


who claims to have been injured as a 
result of the inoculation to sue the go- 
verment. which hi turn could sue the 
vaccine manufacturer, distributor or 
other negligent party to recover dam- 
age costs. 


In theory, this system would screen 


out nuisance suits and make private 
insurance companies willing to extend 
liability coverage to the swine flu 
manufacturers 
— something they 


have been reluctant to do.

City rejects library loan request 


The Rolling Meadows City Council 


Tuesday rejected Library Board Pres. 
Rodney Dahlin's request for a $12,000 
interest-free loan, and again severely 
criticized the library board for ap- 
proving a budget that is anticipated to 
almost double the present tax levy. 


Dahlin took his lumps the second 


night in a row as city aldermen criti- 
cized him for his part in approving a 
fiscal 1977-78 budget that reflects a 66 
per cent increase over this year's 
budget. 


He had appeared to ask the city 


council to grant the library a one-year 
interest-free loan to allow it to begin 
immediate construction of a 20-space 
parking lot. 


Monday, during a city finance com- 


mittee meeting, Dahh'n faced criti- 
cism from several aldermen who 
were angry, they said, because the li- 
brary board broke its pledge to in- 
crease taxes gradually. 


THAT PLEDGE came before a ref- 


erendum in February in which the li- 


brary was given authority to raise its 
tax rate from 15 to a maximum of 29 
cents per $100 assessed valuation. 


However, he later won over a ma- 


jority of the aldermen serving on the 
finance committee and they recom- 
mended the city grant the loan 3-2. 


The full city council Tuesday, how- 


ever, was not to be appeased. After

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Congress 


bowed to personal pressure 
from 


President Ford Tuesday and sent the 
White House emergency legislation 
clearing the way for nationwide im- 
munization against swine ftu. 


The legislation cleared by the Sen- 


ate and House on Tuesday opens the 
way for mass inoculations by making 
the government the defendant in 
swine flu lawsuits Flu vaccine manu- 
facturers had refused to go ahead 
wilh the program unless they were 


protected against a potential rash of 
suits from persons claiming to have 
been injured by the vaccine. 


The bill which now goes to the 


White House for Ford's signature 
would allow anyone alleging an injury 
because of inoculation to sue the gov- 
ernment which, in turn, could sue the 
vaccine manufacturer, distribuior or 
other negligent party. 


Ford had stepped up pressure on 


Congress to wrap up the emergency 
legislation before It recessed for the 


Republican National Convention. 


The House passed the bill 250-83. 
The Senate approved the legislation 


earlier in the day by voice vote. 


The insurance industry has either 


canceled or sharply reduced its cov- 
erage of swine flu vaccine because of 
what its spokesmen say are "virtual- 
ly unmeasurable" risks of lawsuits. 


But Rep. Henry Waxman, D-Calif., 


warned against the precedent the bill 
could set for future immunization pro- 
grams. "We are opening the door to 


having U.S. taxpayers pay the prod- 
uct liability and medical malpractice 
in amounts that could be astronomic- 
al," he said. 


The Association of Trial Lawyers of 


America, however, endorsed the bill. 
"We are confident the American pub- 
lic will not make improper, excessive 
or frivolous claims," said Robert G. 
Began, president of the association of 
25,000 lawyers. 


Sen. Jacob Javits, R-N.Y., said in- 


surance companies should be alerted 
they still have responsibilities to the 


public for insuring vaccines. 


After the Senate vote, House Demo- 


cratic leader Thomas O'Neill of Mas- 
sachusetts had announced Ford was 
insisting the chamber take up the 
swine flue measure right away. 


O'Neill said Ford called both House 


Speaker Carl Albert and House GOP 
leader John Rhodes. He quoted Ford 
as saying. "It is absolutely imperative 
to pass this swine flu legislation." 


"It is absolutely an emergency, ac- 


cording to the President of the United 


States," O'Neill said. 


The bill would authorize any person 


who claims to have been injured as a 
result of the inoculation to sue the go- 
verment, which in turn could sue the 
vaccine manufacturer, distributor or 
other negligent party to recover dam- 
age costs.

burg's, also helped revive Kilburg un- 
til paramedics from the Palatine Fire 
Dept. arrived. She also was men- 
tioned in the village board's citation. 


THE BOARD'S citation said Kil- 


burg's survival had been "directly de- 
pendent" on their actions. 


Two days of free instruction in the 


techniques of cardiopulmonary resus- 
citation will be offered by Northwest 
Community Hospital Aug. 21 and 22. 
The eight-hour course will be offered 
in two sessions, each from noon to 4 
p.m. 


Paramedics will instruct students in 


classes at the hospital and at local 
f i r e departments 
throughout the 


Northwest suburbs. Persons inter- 
ested in the course should call their 
local fire departments to reserve 
space in a class, each of which is lim- 
ited to 20 students. 


"We are doing here what is the 


proper and normal thing to do. It is 
clear that God does heal and wants us 
to be better than we are in every way. 
We just need to be serious about put- 
ting ourselves in his hands to let His 
will be done. He did ask us to pray 
that way," he wrote. 


He insists that the Wednesday 


morning healing services will not 
."take over" the church or his min- 
istry. 


"I'm insisting that doesn't happen. 


Healing is a normal part of the 
church. It's a part of my ministry, but 
just a part. My ministry is not one of 
healing except in the broadest sense 
of renewal, reconciliation and re- 
demption," Rev. Lundberg said. 


HE PLACES what success the ser- 


vices have had within the terms of 
traditional Christian philosophy and 
the power of the group's prayer. 


"It's not me. I don't have the power 


to heal," he said. 


Even so, he has had to turn down 


Invitations from Upstate New York 
and Macon, Ga., to minister to the 
sick there. 


"I don't want to get involved in 


that. My job is here in Arlington 
Heights," he said. 


Although those seeking help have 


come to the service from Indiana, 
Wisconsin and Missouri, Rev. Lund- 
berg tells those who call or write 
that there are Episcopal churches 
nearer to them that have the same 
service. 


BUT STILL the average attendance 


at the service has grown from 10 or 15 
to 30 or 40 worshipers, he said. 


"I tell people that something always 


happens, but not necessarily physi- 
cally. It can be an improved outlook 
or an acceptance of life. It can be a 
healing of relationships of marriage 


or in families," he said. 


"I have been told that there are 


medical staffs that keep track of the 
Roman (Catholic) healing shrines. 
And they report of all those who go, 1 
per cent are found to have been 
healed. When people ask my why, I 
tell them it is worth it for that 1 per 
cent. It is worth it for the man n Flor- 
ida," Rev. Lundberg said. 
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Bill clearing way for flu shots to Ford 


WASHINGTON IUPI> - congress 


bowed 
lo personal pressure 
from 


President Ford Tuesday and sent the 
White House emergency legislation 
clearing the way for nationwide Im- 
munization against swine flu. 


The legislation cleared by the Sen- 


ate and House on Tuesday opens the 
wny for mass inoculations by making 
the government 
the 
defendant 
in 


swine flu lawsuits Flu vaccine manu- 
iflcturers had refused to go ahead 
with the program unless they were 


protected against a potential rai>h of 
suits from persons claiming to have 
been injured by the vaccine. 


The bill which now goes to the 


White House for Ford's signature 
would allow anyone alleging an injury 
because of inoculation to sue the gov- 
ernment which, in turn, could sue the 
vaccine manufacturer, distributor or 
other negligent party 


Ford had .stepped up pressure on 


Congress to wrap up the emergency 
legislation before it recessed for the 


Republican National Convention. 


The House passed the bill 250-83. 
The Senate approved the legislation 


earlier in the day by voice vote. 


The insurance industry has either 


canceled or sharply reduced its cov- 
erage of swine flu vaccine because of 
what its spokesmen say are "virtual- 
ly immeasurable" risks of lawsuits. 


But Rep Henry Waxman, D-Calif., 


warned against the precedent the bill 
could set for luture immunization pro- 
grams. "We are opening the door to 


having U.S. taxpayers pay the prod- 
uct liability and medical malpractice 
in amounts that could be astronomic- 
al," he said. 


The Association ot Trial Lawyers of 


America, however, endorsed the bill. 
"We are confident the American pub- 
lic will not make improper, excessive 
or frivolous claims," said Robert G. 
Began, president of the association of 
25,000 lawyers. 


Sen Jacob Javits, R-N.Y , said in- 


surance companies should be alerted 
they still have responsibilities to the 


public for insuring vaccines. 


After the Senate vote. House Demo- 


cratic leader Thomas O'Neill of Mas- 
sachusetts had announced Ford was 
insisting the chamber take up the 
swine Clue measure right away. 


O'Neill said Ford called bmh House 


Speaker Carl Albert and House GOP 
leader John Rhodes. He quoted Ford 
as saying. "It is absolutely imperative 
to pass this swine flu legislation." 


"It is absolutely an emergency, ac- 


cording to the President of the United 


States," O'Neill said. 


The bill would authorize any person 


who claims to have been injured as a 
result of the inoculation to sue the go- 
verment. which in turn could sue the 
vaccine manufacturer, distributor or 
other negligent party to recover dam- 
age costs 


In theory, this system would screen 


out nuisance suits and make private 
insurance companies willing to extend 
liability coverage to the swine flu 
manufacturers 
— something 
they 


have been reluctant to do.

Origer interested in airport buy

A Des Plaines developer is inter- 


ested In purchasing Pal-Waukee Air- 
port to develop multi-family housing 
and possibly a shopping center, air- 
port owner George Priester said Tues- 
day 


Thomas J. Origer. former owner of 


the 
defunct Chicago Fire football 


team and president of Shorewood 
Builders in Des Plaines. has inquired 
about the purchase price and acreage 
of the airport. Priester said. 


Mnryann Calabrese, 
representing 


Origer, confirmed that the developer 
is interested in purchasing the air- 
port. 


ORIGEH'S COMPANY has devel- 


oped the Bay Colony condominium 
apartments in Des Plaines and sev- 
eral other multi-family projects. 


Priester said he has received in- 


quiries from "a large number of local 
developers" since announcing last 
week his desire to sell the airport. In 
the past. Priester has turned away 
developers telling them "this land is 
too valuable as an airport to be devel- 
oped into a shopping center or hous- 


ing project." 


However. Priester said Tuesday he 


is no longer discouraging interested 
developers from sending appraisers to 
the airport or from talking with him 
about purchasing the airport. 


"I'm tired of waiting for tax relief 


from the state or the federal govern- 
ment. The operating costs here are 
getting too much, and no one's willing 
to help us out or take over the airport 
to run it as a public airfield," he said. 


"IN LIGHT of the present situation, 


my attitude is changing. I would be 
willing to talk to a developer who 
would maybe let us continue oper- 
ating the airport another 20 years be- 
fore closing it down and developing 
homes or an industrial park here," 
Priester said. 


Priester announced last week that 


he would ask Cook County to purchase 
and maintain the 260-acre nil-port as a 
public airfield because he can no long- 
er afford the spiraling cost of oper- 
ations. 


Pal-Waukee, as a privately owned 


airport, is not eligible for government 
subsidies. Priester said revenues gen- 


erated from airport services are not 
enough to pay for the airport oper- 
ations. 


Priester is seeking an agreement 


with the county that would allow him 
and his son Charles to continue oper- 
ating the airfield for another 20 years. 


The county could receive funding 


from the state and federal govern- 
ment to purchase the airport, Priester 
said. After purchase, the county could 
impose a tax on residents to support 
airport operations. 


PRIESTER LAST week notified the 


Federal Aviation Administration and 
the Illinois Dept. of Transportation of 
his intention to sell, but he has not 
received a response. 


David Campbell, assistant director 


of 
the 
Illinois 
Dept.

portation's Division of Aeronautics, 
said Tuesday that he had received a 
telegram from Priester. 


Campbell said it is possible for the 


federal government lo supply 90 per 
cent and the state government to sup- 
ply 10 per cent of the purchase price 
of a private airport to preserve it for 
public use. 
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Library budget 
discussed, no 
solution reached 


Village officials met with the Mount 


Prospect Library Board for nearly 
four hours Tuesday night and despite 
two suggested compromise proposals, 
no solution was reached on the li- 
brary's financial problems 


Mayor Robert D. Teichert called the 


special meeting after the village re- 
ceived almost 3,000 signatures from 
residents on petitions seeking the res- 
toration of 3160,000 into the library's 
operating budget for fiscal 1976 


The village board in April allocated 


$ 3 5 7 , 1 0 0 for library operations, 
$160,995 short of the library's $518,095 
budget request. 


LIBRARY OFFICIALS insisting the 


appropriation is not adequate for op- 
erating the new facility at Main Street 
and Central Road, offered a new pro- 
posal asking the village for $477,156. 
Library Pres. John W. A. Parsons did 
not offer specific cutbacks, saying, 
"We just cut into some areas and 
changed others." 


The library already has curtailed its 


services by closing on Saturdays, 
placing a stop order on the purchase 
of all new books and imposing a hir- 
ing freeze on all part-time and some 
full-time personnel. 


Trustee E. F. Richardson offered a 


proposal in which the village would 
allocate an additional $75,995 for li- 
brary operations and the library 
would trim its original budget by 
$85,000. Richardson suggested the li- 
brary cease publication of its monthly 
newsletter, SCAN, and cut back its 
salary and building expense. 


"Some serious mistakes have been 


made in the past, but I don't think 
this board should be expected to come 
up with more money to finance a proj- 
ect I feel has been bungled badly," 
said Trustee Leo Floros. "We are not 
exactly in a healthy cash position in 
the village. We've overspent on it (the 
library) already. Ultimately, I sup- 
pose, there must be some com- 
promise." 


"I'M NOT GOING to vote for one 


additional dollar for the library," said 
Trustee Theodore J. Wattenberg. "I 
do not consider it a necessity. I do 
consider it a luxury." 


Teichert maintained his position of 


providing additional money for li- 
brary operations. "I think the library 
needs more funds to operate the larg- 
er facility," he said. "I would support 
some type of increase in funding.'1 


The board could formally reconsi- 


der the library budget at its Tuesday 
night meeting, although Richardson is 
not expected to be present. Teichert 
suggested deferring the issue until the 
first board meeting in September, so 
all members are present for a vote. 
Five votes ae needed to amend the 
village budget 


Trash contract 
before village 
o 


Village officials tonight will consid- 


er renegotiation of the scavenger con- 
tract between Mount Prospect and 
Browning-Ferris Industries of Bar- 
nngton. 


The meeting begins at 8 p.m. in the 


village hall, 100 S. Emerson St. 


The village board is considering 


ways to renegotiate the contract in an 
effort to cut back its expenses. The 
village now is in the third year of a 
five-year agreement with the firm. 


An ordinance that would have im- 


posed a $4 monthly direct garbage 
charge on village residents was re- 
pealed in May because of problems 
the scavenger company encountered 
in billing apartment and condominium 
apartment dwellers for garbage col- 
lection service. Officials estimated the 
direct charge would have generated 
an additional $725,000. 


RESULTS OF A recent villagewide 


survey showed 21 per cent of the 1,011 
respondents favored a direct garbage 
charge. Seventy-six per cent favored 
continuing payment for scavenger 
service through real estate taxes and 
3 per cent preferred other ways of 
compensating for garbage collection 
service. 


Tse village now pays Browning-Fer- 


ris $4.30 per month per housing unit 
for weekly curb service from property 
tax levy funds. 


David Page, a Browning-Ferris rep- 


resentative, has said the village could 
realize a 10 per cent cost reduction if 
plastic bags rather than cans were 
used to collect trash. The firm now 
collects refuse from any type of con- 
tainer.
